STRIKE WHICH FAILED. 


Chicago Stereatypers Making Plates 
at the Old Stand. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, July 8.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
Patch.] The Chicago striking stereo- 
typers have seen the error of their ways 
and are ready to capitulate to their 
late employers. Already a goodly por- 
tion of the most skilled of the workers 
have accepted the old terms, and re- 
turned to their wonted places in the 
several newspaper offices. The bBack- 
bone of the mutiny is broken, and by 
tomorrow the union will, as a body, 
petition the publishers to permit them 
to go back to work, every man at the 
old seale. From the beginning the 
strike was regarded with disfavor, not 
only by those of the public who learned 
the true story, but as well by the mem- 
bers of other labor organizations that 
were affiliated with the stereotypers 
in the news-printing esta 


On no hand did the peremptory de- 
mands on the publishers by the strik- 
ers meéet with approval or support. 

Within forty-eight hours after the 
tie-up was effected, some strikers 
showed an inclination to go back to 
work, and when the crews assembled 
in the various offices tonight there were 
in each group several old faces. Three 
of the best men in the Times- Herald 
office returned to their duties, and 
everywhere else the same spirit was 
manifested. 

The newspapers, operating with green 
hands since the tie-up was broken, 
have been greatly embarrassed, and 
the prospect was not bright for soon 
returning to the issue of the former 
irreproachable papers. It was difficult 
to get out a four-page issue, but with 
old men back the conditions ‘have 
changed, and tomorrow all papers will 
consist of eight pages. Sunday's issue 
will comprise sixteen pages, and Mon- 


day's size of paper will be as grea 
before the strike.

REINFORCEMENTS WILL BRING IT 


That Spanish Privateer Scare. 
Eleven Lighters Swamped—A 
Proposition Under Consideration 
to Parole Cervera. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—There was 
a continuation of peace talk today, and 
other evidences in this line are coming 
to the surface. Such, for instance, was 
the confirmation by the State Depart- 
ment of the report that the Cadiz fleet 
was returning to Spain, since it is 
scarcely conceivable that the Spanish 
government would doom this last rem- 
nant of their fleet to destruction at 
the hands of W>tson’s squadron, which, 
in all probability, could head it off be- 
fore it reached Cadiz, its home port. 
Therefore the assumption is that the 
Spanish government calculates that at 
least an armistice precedent to peace 
will be obtained before the ships reach 
Spain. 

An unusually definite report was in 
circulation that the United States had 
been sounded in the interest of peace 
by the British Ambassador, but when 
it was brought to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote’s attention, he authorized an ex- 
‘plicit denial, and said he had not com- 
municated with the government in any 
way regarding the termination of the 
war. 

Conditions at Santiago also are re- 
garded as favorable just now, accord- 
ing to Gen. Shafter’s dispatch received 
during the forenoon. The impression 
prevails that the Spanish are in a des- 
perate plight within the lines of the 
city, and Gen. Shafter’s action in al- 
lowing Linares to communicate freely 
with Madrid is an implication that 
there is at least a reasonable hope that 
the Spanish general contemplates a 
surrender. 

However, that may be, every prepar- 
ation is making for a great engage- 
ment, the final one at Santiago, it is 
hoped, which may begin even as early 
as tomorrow, if Shafter’s reinforce- 
ments are on hand. The department 
has not heard so far of the arrival 
of these soldiers, but believes they have 
reached Shafter. The greatest dif- 
ficulty that has been encountered is in 
the landing of troops and _ supplies. 
This being the hurricane season, the 
masters of the transports have taken 
their ships many miles out to sea, 
necessitating long journeys by ‘the 
ships’ boats, which make their land- 
ings through the surf with the greatest 
difficulty and danger. So slow and 
tedious has been the service under 
these conditions, that Secretary Alger 
has ordered Gen. Shafter to seize the 
transports one and all, and place them 
as near the coast as he chooses with- 
out regard to fears of their masters. 

Ten days ago lighters were started 
ydowrm from Mobile and Tampa, but so 
far Gen. Shafter has received only one. 
These lighters have been a nightmare 
to the department ever since. The 
captains tie up in creeks at the slight- 
est sign of bad weather, while the char- 
ter rate of $100 a day runs on. Orders 
have béetn sent forward to terminate 
this state of things, even if it is neces- 
sary to lose a few lighters in the effort 
to reach Shafter. 

The government has not yet deter- 
mined how to dispose of Admiral Cer- 
vera. A feeling of the highest admira- 
tion prevails here at the gallantry dis- 
played by the old warrior, and the 
noble spirit exhibited by him under 
misfortune. The disposition is to treat 
him with as great liberality as condi- 
tions will permit. It has been pro- 
posed that he be released on parole not 
to engage in hostilities against the 
United States until the end of the war, 
but it has not yet been decided 
whether to do this or to confine the ad- 


miral technically within the limits of 


the Naval Academy reservation at An- 
napolis. All the other captured Span- 
ish naval officers will be confined there 
save the surgeons, who will be allowed 
to remain with the enlisted men at the 
prison station at Seavey’s Island, 
Portsmouth Harbor, N. H. The St. 
Louis is due there tonight or tomorrow 
with the first lot of prisoners, while the 
Harvard is just about to start from off 
Santiago with the remainder. 

The report of the appearance of a 
Spanish privateer off the coast of. Brit- 
ish Columbia, which appears to have 
created such a commotion on the north- 
western coast, came from one of the 
government agents in that section of 
the world. Moreover, the same person 
said two vessels were taking on coal at 
a British Columbian port, which, it was 
presumed, was intended for the Spanish 
fleet, should it have made its way into 
\the Pacific Oceon through the Suez 

anal, 

The failure of Congress to act on the 
advapcement special acts may after all 
be beneficial, as enabling the President 
to arrange with more deliberation and 
justice such as call for rewards for 
meritorious officers. 

SCARED BY THD “PIGS.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, July 8, 8 p.m.—La Corre- 
spondencia Espafia says there is a feel- 
ing of alarm, due to the belief that 
the United States warships Oregon, 
Texas and New York are now on their 
way to Spain, and precautions are be- 
ing taken at all the seaports to avoid 
a surprise. 

The ministers are divided in their 
- opinions as to the advisability of imme- 
diate negotiations for peace. The war 
party is inclined to adopt the view of 
Marshal Martinez Campos, who consid- 
ers that the army must first, by a no- 
ble victory, wipe out the defeat of the 
navy. 

The peace party urges direct nego- 
tiations with the United States rather 
than through powers whose selfishness 
has allowed Spain to be crushed by a 
strong enemy, and who may now in- 
trigue for harder conditions, thereby 
to profit by their dismemberment. 

EUROPE’S FINGERING. 
-[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ROME, July 8.—The Italia says that 
negotiations have been opened among 
the European powers with a view to ar- 
ranging peace. The best intentions, the 
paper asserts, are manifested at Wash- 
ington, but the Madrid Cabinet strongly 
oppéses any idea of peace. 

ELEVEN LIGHTERS LOST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, July 8—The War 
Department was advised tonight that 
during a severe storm off the coast of 
Cuba eleven lighters en route to San- 
tiago in tow of tugs, were swamped 
and lost. So far as known, no lives 
were lost. The lighters were from Mo- 
bile, New Orleans and Charleston, and 
were intended for the use of Gen. Shaf- 
ter in transferring supplies and ord- 
nance from the transports to shore. The 
department immediately put into op- 
eration efforts to replace the lost light- 
ers. 

CHANCES FOR SURRENDER. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, July 9.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says the President and Cabinet 
have strong hopes that before noon 
tomorrow Santiago will be surrendered 
to the American forces. Several dis- 
patches from Shafter have shown that 
Gen. Linares is willing to surrender, 
but will not do so at this time without 
the consent of the Madrid government. 
He is in telegraphic communication 
with Madrid on the subject, and even 
went so far as to ask Shafter for tele- 
e@raph operators within the American 
lines to expedite the correspondence. 

Some military authorities profess 
confidence tonight that Linares will 
not make another stand. His soldiers 
are nearly starved, and the city is in 
a panic, and ammunition is scarce. 
There is considerable confusion as to 
whether Shafter will renew his as- 
sault on the enemy’s works at the ex- 
piration of the period of truce if no 
surrender is forthcoming. 

From information obtained tonight 
it appears likely the fleet under Samp- 
son will shell the city and cotperate 
with some of Shafter’s troops. Marines 
and blue jackets from the ships will at- 
tempt to take Moro Castle. Shaffter’s 
forces will undoubtedly be drawn into 
the engagement if the sh{ps begin to 
bombard, but from all that can be 
learned, the navy is to have the major 
part in a renewed attempt to take the 
city. Sampson has been anxioug to at- 
tempt to force an entrance into the 
bay. 

The plan of campaign agreed on by 
Sampson and Shafter at a conference 
ordered by the President, has been 
communicated to the government, and 
seemingly has been approved. The 
knowledge that Shafter’s troops will 
hardly attempt to take the city before 
the arrival of larger reinforcements 
indicates the navy will undertake to 
do most of the work if operations are 
resumed tomorrow. 

The big guns on the American bat- 
tleships have a range sufficient to 
throw shells into the city, and the 
light field mortar batteries. which 
Shafter took with him will be able 
to do much effective work from the 
present advanced line of land forces. 
So accurately can these squatty shell- 
throwers be aimed that they are good 
for placing four out of every five pro- 
jectiles in a space ten by twenty-seven 
feet at a maximum range. — 

Shafter’s men are thoroughly recu- 
perated from their hard work of last 
week, according to a statement made 
by “Alger today and Sampson and his 
officers and men are anxious to take 
an active part in compelling Santiaco 
ta surrender.

NEW YORK, July 
Dispatch.] In connection 4ith all the 
talk about peace comes a Santiago 
story by way of Siboney, Cuba, that 
Santiago is as good as taken. The 
Spaniards are whipped and practically 
admit it. They want to surrender. The 
ginger is all out of them there, and 
they want peace at any price. All now 
rests with the Madrid government. San- 
tiago has sent er appeal to the mother 
country and awaits a reply. A flag of 
truce was fiying over the Spanish 
headquarters at Santiago all day Fri- 
day. It is believed the driving-out of 
the fleet from the harbor was the be- 
ginning of the end, but to cap the cli- 
mex, the entire civil government. es- 
caped from the city and fled for protec- 
tion to the American army at El Caney. 
Among the refugees were the civil 
Governor, Rose, Mayor Porrase and the 
president of the Upper Court of Jus- 
tice. These officials ‘nad, of course, been 
forbidden to leave the city, but while 
protesting their love for Spain, they 
took the first opportunity to flee. They 
walked over the mountains in company 
with other refugees, and made known 
their identity at Bl Caney, where they 
surrendered. They were treated with 
much consideration. The officials said 
that the Spanish officers were all 
scared by the Americans, who fought 
always going forward, no matter how 
hot the fire was against them.. The 
Spaniards wanted no more fighting of 
this kind. Their courage was gone, 
and they probably would not stand an- 
other battle. The offiical refugees said 
that the circumstances were such that 
Toral could not possibly hold out 
long. Their information prepared our 
officers for the coming of Toral’s com- 
missioner yesterday.

FORMAL OVERTURES. 


Spain Applies Through the 


British Ambassador. 
DIEcT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
NEW YORK, July 9.—[{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) The Sun's London special says 
Spain's formal overtures of peace have 
been made through Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Woloff, the British Ambassador 
at Madrid, into hands the 
American interests in Spain were en- 
trusted by Woodford just prior to his 
departure from that country. The Am- 
bassador forwarded the unofficial note 
to the Foreign Office here, and the 
British officials communicated it-to the 
American Ambassador. Official denials 
are already forthcoming from Wash- 
ington and Madrid. Nevertheless, the 
facts are as stated. 

It is true Spain has not yet officially 
begged for peace, nor will she do so 
until she learns whether the available 
terms will be such as she can accept 
without making a domestic revolution 
inevitable. The best information from 
Madrid /indicates that Sagasta will 
carry out the plan outlined several days 
ago, to initiate peace negotiations and 
carry them to a point where Spain will 
pe so far committed it will be difficult 
for her to retract, when he will resign 
the government into military hands. 

The latter, by the sp. martial law, 
and by high-handed measures in deal- 
ing with any public objectors, and 
without the responsibility of the 
initiation of the peace policy, 
might be able to carry the coun- 
try through the crisis without a civil 
war. This programme is, of course, 
liable to be changed or abandoned, for 
nobody in Madrid knows what form the 
perils of the dynasty and the present 
regimé may at any moment assume. 
On the other hand, if Sagasta considers 
the American terms unofficially sug- 
gested too onerous, he will be able to go 
on with the war and deny the peace 
overtures wherever made. 

The reply of the United States to 
Spain’s inquiries has not yet reached 
Madrid. Certain diplomats in Madrid 
describe the following as terms which 
would be acceptable to Spain: 

Cuba to be independent, but to pay 
ta Spain an indemnity for several 
years; Spain to keep a minor Cuban 
port until this indemnity shall have 
been paid. Great powers to be author- 
ized to send small detachments of 
troops to certain Cuban ports, Philip- 
pine Islands to be independent, and 
the United States to occupy Porto Rico 
as security for payment.of war indem- 
nity, the amount of which shall be 
negotiated.

The lowa the First Warship to 
Tackle the Enemy. 


Perfect Torrent of Shells Was 
Poured Upon Her. 


Mangled Bodies and Naked Live 
Men Masaed Upon Her Decks 
After the Battle—Blood All Over 
Her—Cervera’s Bravery. 


(A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1998.J 

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, per the 
Associated Press dispatch boat Daunt- 
less, July 8, 3:40 p.m.—The battleship 
Iowa was the first ship to see the 
Spanish fleet coming out of the har- 
bor. A moment later her crew was at 
general quarters, and at 9:33 a.m., a 
€un was fired to attract the attention 
of the fleet. Capt. Evans’s aecount of 
the battle, as told in the cabin of the 
Iowa to a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, is intensely interesting. 
He said: 

“At the time ‘general quarters’ was 
sounded, the engine bell. rang full 
speed ahead, and I put the helm to 
starboard and the Iowa crossed the 
bows of the Infanta Maria Teressa, the 
first ship out. As the Spanish admiral 
swung ‘to the westward, the 12-inch 
shells from the forward turret of the 
Iowa seemed to strike her fairly in the 
bow, and the fight was a spectacle. 

“As the squadron came out in col- 
umn”® the ships beautifully spaced as to 
distance, and gradually increasing their 
speed to 13 knots, it was superb. The 
Iowa from this moment kept up a 
steady fire from her heavy guns, head- 
ing all the time,to keep the Infanta 
Maria Teresa on her starboard bow, 
and hoping to ram one of the leading 
ships. 7 

“In the mean time the Oregon, In- 
diana, Brooklyn and Texas were doing 
excellent work with thelr heavy guns. 
In a very short space of time the 
enemy’s ships were all clear of the har- 
bar mouth, and it became evidently. 


the first or the second ship on account 
of the speed. 

“The range at this time was 2000 
yards from the leading ‘ ship. The 
Iowa's helm was immediately put hard 
to starboard, and the entire starboard 
broadside was pouring into the Infanta 
Maria Teresa. The helm was quickly 
shifted to port, and the ship went 
across the stern of the Teresa in an 
effort to head off the Oquendo. All the 
time the engines were driving at full 
speed ahead. A _ perfect torrent of 
shells from the enemy passed over the 
smokestack and superstructure of the 
ship, but none struck her. 

“The Cristobal Colon, being much 
faster than the rest of the Spanish 
ships, passed rapidly to the front in 
an effort to escape. In passing the 
Iowa the Colon placed two 6-inch shells 
fairly in our starboard bow. One 
passed through the cofferdam and dis- 
pensary, wrecking the latter, and 
bursting on the berth deck, doing con- 
siderable damage. The other passed 
through the side of the water line 
within the cofferdam, where it still re- 
mains. 

“As it was now obviously impossible 
to ram any of the Spanish ships, on 
account of their superior speed, the 
Iowa's helm was put to the starboard 
and she ran on @ course parallel with 
the enemy. Being then abreast of the 
Almirante Oquendo, at a distance of 
1100 yards, the Iowa’s entire battery, 
including the rapid-fire guns, were 
opened on the Oquendo. The punish- 
ment was terrific. Many 12-inch shells 
from the lowa pierced the Almirante 
Oquendo at the same moment, one fore 
ward and the other aft. The Oquendo 
seemed to stop her engines for a mo- 
ment, and lost headway, but she ime 
mediately resumed her speed and 
@radually drew ahead of the Iowa and 
came under the terrific fire of the Ore- 
gon and Texas. 

“At this moment, the alarm of ‘tor. 
pedo boats’ was sounded, and two tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers were discovered in 
the starboard quarter at a distance of 
4000 yards. Fire was at once opened on 
them with the after battery, and a 12- 
inch shell cut the stern of one de- 
stroyer squarely off. As the _ shell 
struck, a small torpedo boat fired back 
at the battleship, sending a shell within 
a few feet of my head. 

“Well up among the advancing cruis- 
ers, spitting shots at one and the other, 
was the little Gloucester, shooting first 
at a cruiser, and then at a torpedo boat, 
and hitting a head wherever she saw it, 
The marvel was that she was not de- 
stroyed by the rain of shells. In the 
mean time the Vizcaya was slowly 
drawing abeam of the lowa and for the 
space of fifteen minutes it was give 
and take between the two ships. The 
Vizeaya fired rapidly, but wildly, not 
one shot taking effect on the lowa, 


while the shells from the Iowa wer 


impossible for the Iowa to ram either - 
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tearing great rents in the sides of the 
Vizcaya. 
“As the latter passed ahead of the 


Towa, she came under the murderous 
fire of the Oregon. At-this time, the 
Infanta Maria Teresa and the <Al- 


mirante 
Column, Were seen to be heading for the 
beach ‘and in flames. The Texas, Oregon 
and loWa_ pounded them unmercifully. 
They ceased to reply to the fire and in 
a few moments the Spanish cruisers 
were a mass of flames and on the rocks 
with their colors down, the Teresa fly- 
The enemy's crew 
stripped themselves and began jumping 
overboard, and one of the smaller mag- 
azines began to explode. 

“Meantime. the Brooklyn ‘and the 
Cristobal Colon were exchanging com- 
pliments in lively fashion at appar- 
ently long range, and the Oregon with 
her locomotive spaced was hanging 
well onto the Colon, also paying atten- 
tion to the Vizcaya. The Teresa and 
the Oquendo were in flames on the 
beach, just twenty minutes after the 
first shot was fired. Fifty minutes 
after the first shot was fired, the Viz- 
caya put her helm to port with a 
great burst of flame from the after part 
of the ship, and headed slowly for the 
rocks of Acerraderados, where she 
found her last resting place. 

“As it was apparent that I could not 
possibly catch the Cristobal Colon, and 
the Oregon and Brooklyn un- 

ubtedly would, and as the fast New 
York was also on her trail, I decided 
the calls of Yumanity should be heard 
and attention given to the 1200 or 1500 
Spanish officers and men who had 
struck their colors to the American 
equadron commanded by Admiral 
Sampson. I therefore headed for the 
wreck of the Vizcaya, now burning 
furiously fore and aft. When I «avas 
in as far as the. depth of the water 
would admit, I lowered all my boats 
and sent them at once to the assistance 
of the men, who were being drowned 
by dozens or roasted on the deck. 

“I soon discovered that the insur- 
gent Cubans from the shore were 
shooting on men who were struggling 
in ‘the water, after having surrendered 
to us. I immediately put a stop to this, 


~ but I could not put a stop to the muti- 


lation of many -bodies by the sharks 
inside the reef. These creatures had 
become excited by the blood from the 
wounded mixing in the awater My 
boats’ crews worked manfully and suc- 
ceeded in saving many of the wounded 
from the burning ships. One man who 
will be recommended for promotion 
clambered up the side of the Vizcaya 
and saved three men from—burning to 
death. The smaller magazines of the 
Vizeaya were exploding with magnifi- 
cent cloud effects. 

“The boats were coming alongside, in 
a steady string, and willing hands 
were helping the lacerated Spanish of- 
ficers and sailors on the Iowa's quarter 
deck. All the Spaniards were abso- 
lutely without clothes. Some had their 
legs torn off by fragments of shells. 
Others were mutilated in every con- 
ceivable way. The bottoms of the 
boats held two or three inches of blood. 
In many cases dead men were lying in 
the blood. Five poor chaps died on the 
Way to the ship. They were afterward 


“buried with military honors from the 


lowa. 

“Some examples of heroism, or more 
properly devotion to discipline and 
duty, could never be surpassed. One 
man on the lost Vizcaya had his left 
arm dimost shot off just below the 
shoulders. The fragments were hang- 
ing by a small piece of skin. But he 
climbed unassisted over the side and 
saluted, as if on a visit of ceremony. 
Immediately after him came a strong- 
hearted sailor, whose left leg had been 
shot off above the knee. He was 
hoisted on board the Iowa with a 
tackle, but never a whimper came from 
him. Gradually the mangled bodtes 
and naked well men accumulated until 
it pwould have been almost difficult to 
recognize the Iowa as a United States 
battleship. 

“Blood was all over her usually white 
quarter-deck, and 272 naked men were 
being supplied with water and food. 
Finally, came the boats with Capt. 
Eulate, commander of the Vizcaya, for 
avhom a chair was lowered over the 
side. as he was evidently wounded. 
The captain’s guard of marines were 
drawn up on the quarter-deck to salute 
him, and I stood waiting to welcome 
him. .-As the chair was placed on the 
deck, the marines presented arms. 
Capt. Bulate slowly raised himself 
from the chair, saluted me with grave 
dignity, unbuckled his sword belt and 
holding the hilt of the sword before 
him, kissed it reverently with tears in 
his eyes, and then surrendered it to 
me. Of course, I declined to receive his 
sword; and, as the crew of the Iowa 
saw this, they cheered like wild men. 

“In the mean time, thirty officers of 
the Vizcaya had been picked up, besides 
272 of her crew. Our ward-room and 
steerage officers gave up their state- 
rooms and furnished food, Clothing and 
tobacco to those naked Officers from 
the Vizcaya, The paymaster issued 
uniforms to the naked Sailors, and 
each was given all the corned beef, 
coffee and ‘tnard tack he could eat. The 
war had assumed another aspect, 

“As I knew the crews of the first 
two ships wrecked had not been visited 
by any of our vessels, I ran down to 
them. J found the Gloucester with Ad- 
miral Cervera and a number of his of- 
ficers aboard, and also a large number 
of wounded, some in a frightfully man- 
gled condition. Many prisoners had 


* been killed on shore, by the fire of the 


Cubans. The Harvard came off, and ] 
requested Capt. Cotton to go in and 
take off the crews of the Infanta Maria 
Teresa and the Almirante Oquendo, 
and by midnight the Harvard had 974 
prisoners aboard, a great number of 
them wounded. 

“For courage and dash, there is no 
parallel in history to this action of 
the Spanish admiral. He came, as he 
knew, to absolute destruction. There 
Was one single hope—that was that 
the Cristobal Colon would steam faster 
than the Brooklyn. The spectacle of 
two torpedo-boat destroyers, paper 
shells at best, steaming out in broad 
Gaylight in the ‘face of the fire’ of a 
battleship can be described in one way 
—it was Spanish and it was ordered hy 
Bianco. The same must be said of the 
entire movement. 

“I took Admira! Cervera aboard from

full admiral’s guard. The crew of the 
Iowa crowded close to the turrets, half 
naked and black with powder, as Cer- 
vera stepped over the side, bareheaded. 
Over his undershirt he wore a thin suit 
of flannel borrowed from Lieutenant- 
Commarder Wainwright of the Giou- 
cester.

It is known that after the fo 
of El Caney, on July 1, the 
soldiers who escaped along the foothil!s 
marched directly into Gen. Garcias 
men, posted on the north of Santiago. 
They fought desperately, but were 
shown no mercy by the Cubans, and 
were macheted to the last man. Gen. 
Delerine, who was in command, was 
brutally mutilated. The knowledge of 
this massacre found its way into Santi- 
ago and prompted the Spanish resolu- 
tion to die rather than surrender. 

The voluntary surrender of some of 
the wounded Spanish officers and men 
has dispelled the delusion and is helj- 
ing to induce Gen. Toral to consider the 
proposition to capitulate. After the 
fall of Fl Caney the Cubans sacked the 
town. Information of the two out- 
rages was promptly. sent to Gen. Shat- 
ter,, Who issued orders that any Cu- 
ban found rifling the bodies of dead or 
wounded Spaniards would be promptly 
dealt with. To prevent the possibility 
of Cubans plundering Santiago when 
it capitulates it has been decided to for- 
bid the Cubans entering the town. 


STARVING SOLDIERS. 


The Wrongs Done by Spain Af- 


flict Even Her Army.

PLAYA DEL ESTE, Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, July 8, 6 p.m.—A Spanish 
soldier, terribly emaciated and so weak 
that he. could hardly walk; was picked 
up by men from the United States gun- 
boat Annapolis today at a point near 
the entrance to the upper bay. He had 
no rifle, for he was too weak to carry 
it. According to his story, there are 
many Spanish soldiers in Guantanamo 
in the same condition of starving. He 
says there is absolutely nothing to eat 
there, but that the Spaniards are daily 
told that if they surrender to the 
Americans they will be murdered. 

Over twenty thousand rations for re- 
concentrados have been landed across 
the bay by Commander McCalla of the 
Marblehead, and the half-starved Cu- 


bans are flocking in from the hills for 
food. 


HOT-STUFF NAVY. 


English Papers Say America 
Need not Fear the World.

LONDON, July 9.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

The Pall Mall Gazette this after- 
noon publishes a letter from Las Pal- 
mas, capital of the Canary Islands, in 
which the writer says under date of 
July 1: 


the Americans, the Spaniards are busy 
at their defenses. At the present mo- 
ment the means of repelling an attack 
and preventing a landing are miserably 
inadequate. They consist of a battery 
of mixed smooth-bore and rifled muz- 
zie-loaders on the heights overlooking 
this harbor, six obsolete field guns 
north of the mole, a six-gun battery in 
the artillery barracks within town and 
a saluting battery. With modern, long- 
range guns the Americans could quickly 
wreck the batteries from outside the 
zone of the Spanish fire. 

“The Spaniards boast of 11,000 infan- 
try here, but it is improbable that they 
will be able to muster over 5000. The 
soldiers are drilling incessantly, and 
fatigue parties are throwing up earth- 
works and entrenching the heights. 
The troops are armed with the new 
long-range rifles. Several camps are 
visible from the harbor, but persons 
not connected with the service are not 
allawed to approach them. 

“The slightest incident causes excite- 
ment among the soldiers: and citizens. 
Vessels are closely inspected, and if 
there are any doubts as to their iden- 
tity the troops are called out. When 
the British steamer Garth Castle ar- 
rived here onm her way to the Cape of 
Good Hope, the Sapniards thought she 
was an American warship; the troops 
were called out to repel an attack and 
i torpedo boat was sent out to recon- 
noiter.”’

SPANIARD FORCED ASHORE.

KEY WEST, July 8,9 a.m..—A four- 
masted Spanish steamer of about 6000 
tons, with two funnels, has run aground 
at Mariel, west of Havana, after being 
chased by the gunboats Hawk, Cas- 
tine and Prairie. The intelligence was 
brought here this morning by several 
auxiliary warships returning from the 
north-coast blockade, At the time they 
left the lines, the identity of the 
wrecked Spaniard had not been estab- 
lished.

The steamer was first sighted at the 
western end of the Havana blockade, 
about six miles from Moro Castle, 
heading for Havana. The Hawk im-' 
mediately gave chase, and was soon 
joined by two other gunboats. The trio 
opened a hot fire on the enemy, who, 
unabl> to escape, and helpless, was 
foreed ashore. The affair occurred a 
day or two ago, but none of the ships 
who participated.in it has arrived here, 
and the boats which brought the news 
were not close enough to learn fuller 
details: 

REVOLT AGAINST AMERICANS. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

MADRID, July 8.—The Spanish Con- 
sul at Hongkong cables that the insur- 
gents at Cavite, Manila Bay, have re- 
volted against the Americans. He adds 
that a sharp fusillade was exchanged, 
and that the result was not known. In 
another part of his dispatch the Span- 
ish Consul makes the assertion that 
the majority of the Philippine insur- 
gents have received the American re- 
inforcements with hostility, ‘‘because 
they insulted numbers of negroes.” 

FLOODS HINDER TROOPS.

CAVITE (P. I.,) July 4, via Hong- 
kong, July 8—Floods in the country 
districts are hindering the advance of 
the American troops.

ACTIVE LITTLE MAPLE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


KEY WEST, July 8.—On Wednesday, 
while the Maple, of the blockading fleet 


about 4000 men supposed to be Span- 
ish soldiers, on the beach, The little 
gunboat ‘ventured about fifty shots 
from a distance of about 4000 yards, 
and scattered the supposed Spaniards. 

Yesterday afternoon the Maple held 
up a British steamer, the Victoria, 
from Progreso for New York, with a 
cargo of hemp.

It was said 
that she had a contract to load at 
Vera Cruz with provisions and run 
into Havana, but at the last moment 
weakened and did not make the at- 
tempt. As her papers were regular 
she was permitted to proceed. 

BLANCO URGES WAR. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, . July 8, noon.—According 
to a dispatch received from Havana, 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco openly urges the 
continuation of the war, the newspa- 
pers of this city say the moment has 
not arrived to sue for peace, one of 
them adding: “We find ourselves in a 
position from which we are able to 
make our enemies feel the conse- 
quences. of war.’’ 


“VERGE OF DISASTER.” 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, July 8.—The officials of 
the Spanish Embassy here say they 
have no knowledge of any peace nego- 
tiations being on foot at present. 
A dispatch from the United States 
declaring that the Americans are un- 
able to capture Santiago de Cuba, and 
that the protracted stay “has broken 
the men’s nerves and constitutions, 
bringing them to the verge of disas- 
ter,” unless reinforced, is published 
conspicuously here, and has also been 
telegraphed to Madrid. 
The Times today publishes a long let- 
ter from one of its correspondents, E. 
W. Knight, dated from Havana, on 
June 6, in which the writer gives de- 
tails of his difficulty in landing in 
Cuba, experiences in prison re- 
lease. In regard to the condition of af- 
fairs in Havana, Mr. Knight says he 
found the city in a very different 
condition than that described in the 
American press, and that the town 
is perfectly quiet. Continuing, ‘ne 
says there are no signs of popular ex- 
citement, and no intimation of a gen- 
@ral massacre of foreigners, which has 
been foretold. . 
The correspondent also says there 
are no signs of famine in Havana, 
though he admits it is true that pro- 
visions are very dear, and that there 
is distress among the poor, who are 
Without work. owing to the blockade. 
But he adds that the distress is no 
ereater than that sometimes _expe- 
rienced in London. Of the present at- 
titude of the population, civil and mili- 
tary. the correspondent says he can 
hardly speak too highly, adding: 
“There is no excitement and no fear, 
but a dignified calm resolve to de- 
fend the country bravely. All here 
eagerly desire an American force to 
land in Cuba, im order to try conclu- 
sions in a fair fight with Spanish 
troops. The latter, I think, will give a 
z00d account of themselves when the 
time comes.” 

THE NAVY’S FUNCTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOXT.] 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—Gen. Shaf- 
ter reported all quiet yesterday in the 
camp before Santiago, and the belief 
of the officials here is that the same 
condition of affairs obtains today. The 
army is losing notaing by its rest, 
and according to the general’s account, 
is gathering strength. More reinforce- 
ments are due today or tomorrow, and 


‘when they arrive it is expected that 


the assault on the city will be re- 
sumed. It is hoped that this will be 
tomorrow, though so far as the army 
is concerned, it is gathered from Gen. 
Shafter’s report that it will not ad- 
vance before reinforcements arrive, un- 
less in order to repel a counter-attack 
from the Spaniards. 

Gen. Shafter and Admiral Sampson 
had a conference day before yester- 
day, and as a result the fleet is go- 
ing to make another try at the fortifi- 
cations at the mouth of the harbor to- 
morrow. If the army is ready this 
will partake of the nature of a gen- 
eral attack; if not, them the navy’s ac- 
tion will be simply in the line of execu- 
tion of a policy of reducing Santiago 
by stages according to regular siege 
methods. 

While coijperating as far as possible 
with the army, the navy is not to be 
sacrificed in this attack upon the Span- 
ish forts. The dropping of a 6-inch 
shell from on high through the deck 
of the Indiana, three days ago, during 
the trying engagement with the forts 
when the Mercedes was sunk, strik- 
ingly verified the predictions of naval 
experts and to the dangerous effect 
of elevated fire upon warships at 
close range. It was more by g00d 
luck than by good management that 
the Indiana escaped destruction, or an 
awful loss of life from this one shell. 
The President is determined that the 
navy shall not be sacrificed for a smalll 
stake such as Santiago. To the Cabi- 
net officers he has pointed out the ex- 
tremely dangerous position that’ the 
United States would occupy among na- 
tions, if left exposed the loss of 
its navy, the arm of the servicé which 
has evoked the unwilling admiration 
and respect of the greatest powers of 
Europe. Without a navy, Or at least 
without the steel bulldogs that make 
up its backbone, now lying before San- 
tiago, it might be concluded that we 
should no longer be as safe as we feel 
ourselves to be at present, from the 
arbitrary interference of European 
powers in an attempt to settle our 
difficulties with Spain. 

The function of the navy in tomor- 
row’s attack will be to help the army 
in the assault, when it shall come to 
the first stage by entering the harbor, 
but this will be done only after the 
fortifications at the entrance have been 
reduced, and the way cleared. It is 
gathered that that was the conclusion 
at the conference between Shafter and 
Sampson. Sampson reported briefly 
just after the conference, but the de- 
partment has not been able to com- 
municate with thim since this. It is 
feared that wire troubles exist that 
will prove embarrassing at this junc- 
ture. Shafter has said nothing about 
a forward movement on his part, leav- 
ing the conclusion plain that he wants 
the reinforcements. 

All the Spanish naval officers cap- 
tured by the American fleet are to be 
confined within the limits of the Naval 
Academy grounds at Annapolis. They 
will be placed in the quarters vacated 
by the American naval officers who 
left the academy to go into active 
service, and will be treated with the 
greatest consideration, having earned 
the admiration of the American sail- 
ors by their splendid exhibition of 
courage in the face of almost an ‘in- 
evitable death or capture. Admiral 
Cervera, it is’ said, will be among the 
prisoners who, in all likelihood will 
be given the freedom of the grounds 
under limited parole.

Havana Quiet, With the Poor 


Starving to Death.

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) July 8, 6 p.m. 
—The British cruiser Talbot, which left 
Havana Tuesday, July 5, arrived at 
Port Royal today with twenty-three 
passengers, among them Sir Alexander 
Gollan, British Consul-General at Ha- 
vana, and Mr. Higgins of the British 
consulate there, both on leave, which is 
given as the only explanation of their 
departure. Mr. Jerome has been left 
in charge of British affairs in Havana. 
Mr. Higgins said: 

“The city of Havana is quiet, and 
there are no new complications. The 
well-to-do inhabitants are subsisting 
tolerably, but the poor are dying of 
starvation in the streets. There are 
many sights of terrible misery. The 
barracks are filled with starving wo- 
men. 

“The soldiers are fairly well fed. 
Gen. Pando has been sending troops into 
the interior, it is said, enroute to Santi- 
ago, but I do not see how they will 
get there. The blockade@iis maintained, 
and vessels are frequently turned back. * 
Everybody is anxious for the conclusion 
of the war, though the soldiers wish to 
fight and all the officials are resolute. 
There is no flour in Havana, and no 
meat, while yams are scarce.” 


HIS HENCHMEN ARE COQUETTING

Backed Up by Robledo, the Butcher 
is Trying to Frighten the Queen 
and Her Court into Confiding the 
Reins of Government to Them.

NEW YORK, July 9.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The World’s Madrid special 
Says matters are going from bad to 
worse for the dynasty. Despite the 
state of siege proclaimed throughout 
the whole kingdom, the authorities dare 
not stop the press campaign against 
the Queen Regent and her Ministers. 
They do not feel certain of the support 
of the army in the case of a popular 
uprising such as would be likely to 
follow excessive repression. 

Gen. Weyler and Sefior Robledo are 
taking the lead in the agitation, hoping 
that the Queen and her court will be 
frightened into confiding the reins of 
government to them, without caring to 
inquire whether, behind their small fol- 
lowing of political and military adven- 
turers, the Carlists and Republicans 
may not rush in for part of the spoils. 

Many Spaniards believe that Weyler 
is determined to join the Carlists. 
Some of his friends in the army have 
been coquetting with leading Carlists, 
and the Marquis of Cerralbo, Mella, 
and Cavero are frequent visitors at 
Weyler’s house. The increasing bold- 
ness of all the revolutionary parties 
is simply due to the fact that the gov- 
ernment is drifting along, without 
statesmen or generals capable of carry- 
ing out resolutely a peace policy on 
sensible grounds. 

The nation would bow were it plainly 
shown that its fleets had been de- 
stroyed and made powerless; that its 
armies are on the eve of being obliged 
to surrender for lack of provisions, am- 
munition, and communication with the 
mother country; that the state treasury 
is empty, and Spain’s credit is so im- 
paired that money can be borrowed 
only by makeshifts grievously compro- 
mising the future, and lastly that there 
is no hope of practical assistance from 
Europe. 

PRINCE HENRY WILL DO IT."

She is 
a new vessel, a sister ship of the Sena- 
tor, and is due here from St. Michaels 
tomorrow or Sunday. Tomorrow the 
supplies for two of the transports of 
the next fleet will be delivered, and 
hose for the other three are ready to 

delivered when they are wanted. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
has chartered the Hongkong, thé 
British steamship Glenfarg, 2350 tons, 
to replace one of the steamers taken 
by the government. The service is 
much crippled in consequence of the 
number of vessels that have been 
taken, including the City of Peking, 
China, Colon, City> or Sydney. Peru, 
Para and lastly the Rio de Janeiro.

CHICAGO, July 8.—A evecial cable 
to the Chicago Record from its corre- 
spondent, John T. McCutcheon, with 
Admiral Dewey's fleet, Manila Bay, 
July 4, via Hongkong, says: 

“The American troops under Gen. 
Anderson, which have reached the 
Philppines, are now comfortably quar- 
tered in the Spanish military barracks 
at Cavite, and are busy preparing for 
active service against the Spanish. No 
attack on Manila is probable before 
the arrival of the second detachment 
of troops under Gen. Greene, which is 
expected soon. The present force pf sol- 
diers and marines is considered insuffi- 
cient to protect life and property in 
Manila in the event of the capitulation 
of that city. The soldiers, however, are 
all eager to begin the fighting. 

“Capt.-Gen. Augusti has jiesired to 
surrender Manila for some time, and 
for that reason the Spanish Consul who 
is conducting the defense, transferred 
the military leadership from him to the 
senior colonel of artillery. The insur- 
gents control the city waterworks and 
have cut off the supply from that 
source, but as this is the rainy season, 
and there is a cloudburst every day, 
the Spaniards do not suffer from lack 
of water. A serious matter for them at 
present is that the insurgents have 
captured San Juan del Monte, a few 
miles to the rear of the city, which has 
been fitted up with old cannon and a 
supply of ammunition and provisions 
to serve as the last stronghold of the 
Spanish government after the forces 
should be driven out of Manila by the 
bombardment of the American war- 
ships. 

“Gov. Marina, whom Capt. Glass 
brought as a prisoner from Guam, the 
. seat of Spanish government in the La- 
' drone Islands, declines to accept parole 
from the Americans, preferring to re- 
main a prisoner at Cavite rather than 
run the risk of being shot in Manila 
by his. countrymen for surrendering 
when menaced by the guns of the 
Charleston.

FRENCH STPAMER LA BOURGOGNE, 


Among the survivors there were sev- 
eral who could speak English well, but 
most of them would communicate only 
through an interpreter. There were 
Swiss, French, Germans, Belgians, 
Italians and Arabians. Some of them 
showed the marks and bruises received 
during the terrible struggle for life. 
Among those on board the Halifax not 
one could be found who was on deck 
at the time the collision occurred. The 
only man saved from La. Bourgogne 
who wes on deck when the ship struck 
was Mr. La Casse. La Casse, with his 
wife, left Halifax by rail. 

The survivors agree that when Le 
Bourgogne was struck by the Cro- 
martyshire, ‘he shock was not great. 
Therefore i is believed that many of 
the passengers never awoke. The state- 
ments as to the time intervening be- 
tween the collision and the sinking of 
La Bourgogne very. Some say ten or 
fifteen minutes, and others say thirty- 
five or forty-five minutes, while one 
American was certain it was a full 
hour. The blow struck La Bourgogne 
was one that could never be provided 
egainst by watertight doors.

There was 
a rush, but about fifteen men were 
drowned in the stoke holes, and the 
engine-room. Three men who succeeded 
in getting out found that all the boats 
had left, and they plunged into the 
sea. They were picked up later and 
taken on board the Cromertyshire.”

THE FIRING OF THE SPANIARDS 


UPON THE MERRIMAC.

Licut. Hobson’s Thrilling Recital of 
the Adventure in Santiago Bay. 
Night of Horror on a Sinking 
Ship Amid Whistling Bullets 
and Bursting Shells. 


[A. ?. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 
OFF SANTIAGO, July 8, by the As- 
sociated Press dispatch boat Daunt- 
less, via Port Antonio and Kingston, 
Jamaica, July 8, 9:15 a.m.—The return of 
Assistant Naval Constructor Hobson to 
his ship, the flagship New York, last 
night, was marked by wild enthusiasm. 
Behind Hobson came Col. John Jacob 
Astor, and the first thing Hobson tried 
to do was to introduce him to the offi- 
cers, but Col. Astor got lost in the 
crowd which surged around, insisting 
upon shaking Hobson’s hand. The 
transports blew their whistles. When 
Hobson sat once more among his mess- 
mates he told the story of his experi- 
ence, his marvelous escape and his im- 
prisonment.in Moro Castle. 

“I did not miss the entrance to the 
harbor,” he said, “as Ensign Powell in 
the launch supposed. I headed east 
until I got my, bearings and then made 
for it, strair\t in. Then came the fir- 
ing. It was grand, flashing out first 
from one side of the harbor, then from 
the other, the four big guns in the hills 
and the Vizcaya, inside the harbor, 
joining in. 
~“Troops from Santiago had rushed 
down when the news of the Merrimac’s 


about 9 o’clock on the Sacramento side 
of the river, and the wounded man 
was brought to Stockton this afternoon 
on the Clara Crow. 

After the shooting of Gordon, Swan- 
son went into this ark, when another 
shot was heard. As Swanson has not 
been seen since, it is believed he has 
committed suicide. The shooting was 
the result of a quarrel, in which Swan- 
son was the aggressor. Gordon is not 
dangerously wounded. 


BLEW HIS HEAD OFF.

Old Printer Gives Up. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 8.—Georce 
H. Sandy, an old printer, committed 
suicide this morning by shooting him- 


coming was telegraphed, and soldiers 
lined the foot of the cliffs, firing wildly 
across and killing each other with their 
cross-fire. The Merrimac’s _ steering- 
gear broke as she got to Estrella Point. 
Only three of the torpedoes on her side 
exploded when I touched the button. 
A huge submarine mine caught her. full! 
amidships, hurling water high in the air 
and tearing a great rent in the Merri- 
mac's side. 

“Her stern ran upon Estrella point. 
Chiefly owing to the work done by the 
mine, she began to sink slowly. At that 
time she was across the channel, but 
before she settled the tide drifted her 
around. We were all aft, lying on the 
deck. Shells and bullets whistled 
around us. The 6-inch shells. from the 
Vizcaya came tearing into the Merri- 
mac, crashing into wood and iron and 
passing clear through, while the plung- 
ing shots from the forts broke through 
her decks. 

**Not a man must move,’ I said and 
it was only owing to the splendid dis- 
cipline of the men that all of us were 
not killed as the shells sailed over us, 
and minutes became hours of suspense. 
The men’s mouths grew parched, but 
we must lie there till daylight, I told 
them. Now and again one or another 
of the men, lying with his face glued 
to the deck and wondering whether the 
next shell would not come our way, 
would say: ‘Had'’nt we better jump 
off now, sir?’ but I said: ‘Wait till day- 
light.’ 

“It would have been impossible to 
get the catamaran anywhere but to 
the shore where the _ soldiers’. stood 
shootittg, and I hoped that by daylight 
we might be recognized and saved. The 
grand old Merrimac kept sinking. I 
wanted to go forward and see the dam- 
age done there where nearly all the fire 
was directed, but one man said that if 
I rose it would draw the fire on the 
rest. So I lay motionless. It was 
splendid, the way those men behaved. 
The fire of the soldiers, the batteries 
and the Vizcaya was awful. When the 
water came up on the Merrimac’s decks 
the catamaran floated amid the wreck- 
age, but was still made fast to the 
boom, and we caught hold of the edge 
and clung on, our heads being above 
water. 

“One man thought we were safer 
right there. It was. quite light, the 
fire had ceased, except that on the New 
York launch, and I feared Ensign 
Powell and his men had been killed. 
A Spanish launch came toward the 
Merrimac. We agreed to capture her 
and run. Just as she came close the 
Spaniards saw us, and half a dozen 
marines jumped up and pointed their 
rifles at our heads. 

“Is there an officer in that boat to 
receive a surrender of prisoners of 
war?’ I shouted. An old man leaned 
over, under the awning, and waved his 
hand. It was Admiral Cervera. The 
marines lowered their rifles, and we 
were helped into the launch. 

“Then we were put in cells in Moro 
Castie. Afterward we were taken into 
Santiago. I had the court-martial room 
in the barracks. My men were kept 
prisoners in the hospital. From my 
window I could see the army moving 
across the open and being shot down 
by the Spaniards in the rifle pits in 
front of me. The Spaniards became as 
‘polite as could be. I knew something 
was coming, and then I Was ex- 
changed.” 

Mr. Ramsden, the British Consul at 
Santiago, was tireless in his efforts to 
secure comfort for Hobson, and his 
men. Lieut. Hobson could not under- 
stand his promised exceptional promo- 
tion, but was overjoyed to learn the 
news that his bravery had been recog- 
nized by the people.

The scene was a marked transition 
from the many partisan demonstrations 
which had been witnessed such a short 
time before. Democrats and Republi- 
cans were now singing in accord the na- 
tional anthem. When the song ceased 
some member proposed three cheers 
for the nation’s President and the roar 
of sound that followed came from a 
united house. “The North, the South, 
East and West, a united country,” was 
proposed, and then in turn came the 
heroes of the war, Dewey, Schley, Hob- 
son, Sampson, and finally former Rep- 
resentative Gen. Joseph Wheeler, who 
is now clinging, though ill, to his com- 
mand in front of Santiago, was named, 
and the hall resounded witti Cheers of 
thrilling strength. Then the singing 
proceeded. Meantime Sergeant-at- 
Arms Russell had brought in 200 small 
American flags, and every member was 
now waving one. ‘ 

“The Star Spangled Banner’ was 
sung, while flags waved and the gal- 
leries cheered. Later followed “Yan- 
kee Doodle” and “Dixie,” the latter 
perhaps for the first time in the House 
Cheers for the Speaker 
were given, and then the members be- 
gan leaving, saying farewell to col- 
leagues. “Home, Sweet Home and 
“Auld Lang Syne” supplanted the 
patriotic airs, and impressed more 
strongly upon the hearers that another 
session was.ended. 

Clerk Meadowell, when the singing 
ceased, mounted the clerk’s stand and 
announced that Mr. Allen of Mississippi 
had opened a recruiting office in the 
Ways and Means Committee-room, and 
a few minutes later Mr. Allen, popu- 
larly known as “Private John,” arose 
and said: “The Congressional Rough 
Riders will report to me in the commit- 
tee-room and enlist for Cuba.” 

The announcement was suggestive of 
his speech, delivered a number of days 
ago, in which he proposed that a com- 
pany of Congressmen be recruited. 


THE PRESIDENT’S PROMISE.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 8—SENATE. 
In a manner s0 simple as to be almost 
perfunctory, the Senate at 2:06 o’clock 
this afternoon adjourned without day. 
It had been agreed that when the Sen- 
ate convened at noon, the House resolu- 
tion providing for the adjournment of 
Congress at 2 o’clock today should be 
adopted and that an executive session 
should be held to confirm the nomina- 
tions in the military and naval estab- 
lishments. No other business except of 
the merest routine nature was to be 
transacted. The arrangement was car- 
ried.out to the letter. 

For nearly an hour previous to ad- 
journment President McKinley end all 
the members of the Cabinet, except 
Secretaries Day and Long, were in the 
Speaker’s room, adjoining the Senate 
chamber. During that time the Presi- 
dent signed a large number of ingrossed 
bills, many of which would have failed 
had it been necessary to send them to 
_ Executive Mansion for his signa- 
ure. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama opposed the 
proposed adjournment, maintaining 
that it would be far more desirable for 
Congress to take a recess until the first 
Monday in September. He urged that 
the war with Spain seemed to be draw- 
ing to a conclusion, and insisted that 
it was the duty of Congress to remain 
in ‘session, as questions of the gravest 
consequences might be precipitated at 
any moment. He urged, too, that a 
treaty of peace with Spain might soon 
demand the attention of the Senate. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska spoke in a 
similar strain, and stated also that the 
calendar was crowded with bills of an 
important character. This statement 
brought from Mr. Gallinger the asser- 
tion that there were but 116 general 
and thirty odd pension bills on the 
calendar, a smaller number, he said, 
than had been on the calendar at ad- 
journment at any time during the past 
twenty years. 

After half a dozen objections had 
prevented the consideration of the bill 
permitting volunteers at the front to 
cast their votes for members of Con- 
gress, Mr. Thurston secured the adop- 
tion of a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of fifteen Sen- 
ators to attend the Transmississippi 
Exposition at Omaha on 1 stated day. 

Then, at 1:05 p.m., on motion of Mr. 
Allison, the Senate went into executive 
session. At.one minute of 2 o’clock, the 
executive session ended and the doors 
were opened for the closing legislative 
session. The clock by which the Sen- 
ate regulates its business, had been 
turned back five minutes in order that 
the extra time might be gained. 

Mr. Spooner offered a resolution 
thanking Senator Frye, President pro 
tempore of the Senate, for the able 
and courteous manner in which he 
had presided over the deliberations of 
the Senate during the present session. 
It was adopted. 

A similar resolution, offered by Mr. 
Cockrell of Missouri, thanking Vice- 
President Hobart, was adopting with 
a rousing aye. Vice-President Hobart 
then, the hour of 2 o’clock being indi- 
cated by the Senate timepiece, for- 
mally declared the Senate adjourned 
without day. 

HOUSE.—The end of this session of 
Congress in the House was marked by 
two notable incidents. One was sensa- | 
tionally partisan, well-nigh resulting in 
personal conflicts upon the floor of the 
House; the other was notably patriotic 
and swept away all signs of the for- 
mer. In the former, Mr. Ray (Rep.) of 
New York, Mr. Handy (Dem.) of Dela- 
ware, Mr. Cannon (Rep.) of Illinois 
and Mr. Ball (Dem.) of Texas, were 
the principal participants. 

In the latter, all members joined, ir- 
respective of party affiliation. After 
the rather stormy session of two hours, 
the House, when adjournment was an- 
nounced, joined in cheers’ for the 
President and war heroes and the sing- 
ing of patriotic songs, making perhaps 
the most notable ending of a session 
since the civil war. The only 
measure of importance passed was 
a bill to reimburse States for expenses 
incurred in aiding the organization of 
the volunteer army. 

Mr. Handy (Dem.) of Delaware, by 
moving to strike from the record a 
part of the speech which appeared as 
that of Mr. Ray of New York, precipi- 
tated the dispute which brought on the 
closing incident of a sensational na- 
ture. Mr. Handy declared the part 
in question was never uttered upon the 
floor of the House, and read from the 
reporter’s notes to corroborate his as- 
sertions. Mr. Ray declared he had ut- 
tered every word. The House was be- 
coming excited, the packed galleries 
were intensely interested. 

“Mr. Speaker,’ resumed Mr. Handy, 
‘a question of veracity has arisen 
here. If the gentleman from New York 
says he uttered the words in question, 
I declare upon my honor, he did not, 
and I hold here the reporter’s notes 
which show that he did not, and I rely 
upon the memory of members to sub- 
stantiate what I say.” 

“Vote, vote,’’ came from members all 
over the House. who were in haste to 
have the Ray-Handy incident closed. 
A vote was taken. The House declined 
to strike out the speech. A _ division 
was called for and the negative vote 
prevailed. 

Mr. Cannon was standing just across 


the center aisle, flushed, and his eyes 
fixed. upon the minority, growing ap- 
parently indignant. 

“I called for tellers,’ said Mr. Handy, 
and with that the veteran member, of 
Illinois stepped into the aisle. 

“You are deliberately obstructing 
public business, in which the whole 
country is interested—.” The rest of 
his remarks were lost in the jeering of 
the minority, calls for the regular order 
and the resulting confusion, as Mr. 
Cannon charged up the aisle, pouring 
out a flood of vigorous denunciation. 
He had reached a point opposite Mr. 
Ball (Dem.) of Texas. Mr. Cannon had 
called for the yeas and nays, saying 
it was. manifest the Democrats would 
call for them. Mr. Cannon had re- 
peated his charge of obstruction when 
Mr. Ball, addressing the Republican 
side, as it subsequently developed, de- 
clared “the record is false, and you 
knew it’ was false wHen you voted 
against correcting 

“That is a lie,’’ cried Mr. Cannon, 
and in an instant the belligerent mem- 
bers were struggling to control them. 
The House was upon its feet. Mr. 
Marsh (Rep.) of Illinois seized Mr. Can- 
non and thrust him aside, and when 
Mr. Ball asked Mr. Cannon’ “‘to come 
outside” and the latter was moving to 
comply. Mr. Lewis (Dem.) of Washing- 
ton took charge of the Illinois member 
and restrained him. Meanwhile the 
Speaker had been pounding hard, and 
the sergeant-at-arms, Mr. Russell, had 
seized the big silver mace and was 
moving among the members where the 
greatest disorder prevailed. Order was 
restored slowly, and the roll call pro- 
ceeded. 

The roll call, upon Mr. Handy’s mo- 
tion to strike out, resulted: Yeas, 50; 
nays, 106. Later in the session, Mr. 
Cannon explained that Mr. Ball had 
addressed his remarks not to him per- 
sonally, and therefore he desired to 
withdraw his offensive statement. | 

The Speaker named Mr. Henderson, 
Mr. Hopkins of Illinois and Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Tennessee as a committee 
to wait upon the President. in com- 
pany with a Senate committee, and 
announce the readiness of Congress to 
adjourn. 

“Mr. Speaker,”” said Mr. Henderson, 
after the return reporting the 
committee had discharged its duties, 
“the President directs the committee 
to say he has no further communica- 
tions to make to the House, and says 
he desires to congratulate this Con- 
gress upon its patriotic and faithful 
work.” 

The report was applauded. The re- 
mainder of the session passed without 
incident. 


IT HISTORY. 


The Fifty-fifth Congress More Than 
an Ordinary Body. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 8—The pass- 
ing of the second session of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress marks the close of the 
first war Congress in a quarter of a 
century. Associated with the first hos- 
tile conflict with a nation of another 
continent since 1812, and contemporan- 
eous with a further movement for ter- 
ritorial expansion, though with few 
important changes in the domestic 
scheme, the present Congress outranks 
almost any other that has ever assem- 
bled. It began with a _ widespread 
clamor for sympathetic action for suf- 
fering Cuba, but there was apparently 
then no expectation o1 armed conflict. 
But when the trend of events culmi- 
nated, the emergency was quickly met 
and necessary legislation enacted. The 
first few, but significant, War measures 
sudenly needed were framed and made 
law, but with the issue made clear, 
tracks for the flood of bills and reso- 
lutions fairly submerged the two 
branches of Congress. 

Hawaiian annexation, war appro- 
priations and war revenue legislation, 
organization of a vast volunteer army 
and expansion of the ravy, a new 
bankruptcy law—ail these were fea- 
tures of the session. Notable speeches 
and dramatic scenes over foreign is- 
sues were comparatively frequent in 
both legislative chambers. The ur- 
gency deficiency bills, carrying millions 
of dollars, were rushed through with 
far less delay than marked the course 
of an ordinary measure of like im- 
portance. The total appropriated 
footed almost $900.000,000, and upward 
of $350,000,000 of this was purely for 
war purposes. It was the largest ag- 
gregate by any session since the civil 
war, and the General Deficiency Bill 
was the largest separate measure since 
the $750,000,000 single approvriation in 
1863. The Naval Appropriatien Bill 
provided for three new battleships, 
four monitors. sixteen torpedo-boat 
destroyers, twelve tcrpedo boats and 
one gunboat. The Ureent Deficiency 
bills all carried provisions for argres- 
sive work in the nrosecution ecf the 
war. The Gereral Deficienev Bill, en- 
acted in the last days. carried a pro- 
vision for refunding the indebtedness 
of the Central and VWestern Pacific 
railroads to the government. 

Cuba and Hawaii were the important 
matters of debate. and provoked the 
most widespread interest. Hawaiian 
annexation. finally pessed at the close, 
was agitated throughout the session, 
first in treaty form. in executive ses- 
sion, last in open session by resolutions 
accentine the Hawaiian govergment’s 
cession of the islands. 

There were a number of messages 
from President McKinley. bearing on 
the Cuban situation, ranging from the 
submission of a report upon the Maine 
disaster and the consulate reports to a 
call for a declaration of war. The first 
real war legislation was avhen Con- 
gress placed. without limitation., $50,- 
000,000 in the President’s hands as an 
emergency fun for national defense. 
Party lines were sw2pt away, and both 
houses unanimously voted its confi- 
dence in the administration. Soon 
after a bill reimbursing the survivors 
of the Maine disaster for «their losses, 
not to exceed a year’s pay, with a 
similar amount to relatives of those 
who perished. became a law. On April 
11. the President left the Cuban ques- 
tion in the hnads cf Congress. Reso- 
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lutions were soon enacted and became 
a law, April 19, declaring that the peo- 
ple of Cuba ought to be and are free 
and independent,-and demanding that 
Spain relinquish its authority and 
withdraw its land and naval (forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters, and di- 
recting the use of our land and naval 
forces to enforce the resolutions. The 
declaration of war was passed by Con- 
gress and appkoved April 25. 

Subsequent legislation gave free ad- 
mission to all military and naval sup- 
plies purchased abroad by this gov- 
ernment; allowed temporary fortifica- 
tions to be constructed on the written 
consent of owners of land so taken, 
and prohibited under Executive discre- 
tion the export of coal or other war 
material, and three days before the 
declaration of War, President McKin- 
ley had approved the volunteer act. 
Underit all the soldiers massed against 
Spain, mustered in the entire volun- 
teer army, have been raised, embrac- 
ing 125,000 men under the first and 75,- 
000 under the second call. 

A month previous legislation had 
been enacted reorganizing the line of 
the army, effecting three modern bat- 
talion war formations. It designated 
the peace organization of these regi- 
ments with two battalions of four com- 
panies each, or. two skeleton or un- 
manned companies, and supplied the 
third battalion in war time by man- 
ning the skeleton company, in ongan- 
izing two additional ones, and made 
other important requirements. An- 
other law amended the present admin- 
istration of justice in the army, ac- 
complishing reforms in court-martial 
methods. One feature of the session 
was the enactment of the war-revenue 
law. Its framers expected it to pro- 
duce $150,000,000. Other revenue legis- 
lation included a bill enlarging in fa- 
vor of importers the provisions as to 
disposition of abandoned imported 
merchandise, and extending the outage 
allowance on distilled spirits in bond 
from four to six years. 

Minor war legislation. included the 
following: Allowing a maximum in- 
crease of 100 army hospitals; providing 
for the maintenance of volunteers be- 
tween their enrollment and mustering 
into United States service; adding two 
assistant adjutant-generals; o ganizing 
volunteer army signal corps; authoriz- 
ing a volunteer brigade of engineers: 
creating two additional artillery regi- 
ments, adding 1610 men; adding fifteen 
assistant surgeons to the army perma- 
nently, and in emergencies as many 
contract surgeons to the army as ne- 
cessary; creating a United States aux- 
iliary naval force not exceeding 2000 
enlisted men, and approprfating $3,000, - 
000 therefor; organizing a naval hos- 
pital corps of twenty. pharmacists and 
as many hospital stewards and appren- 
tices as necessary; authorizing asgist- 
ance to Cubans, and providing them 
with arms and supplies. allowing home- 
stead-seekers who volunteer to count 
their service in homestead require- 
ments: resolutions of thanks to Dewey 
and his men, the presentation of a 
sword to him and medals to his officers, 
and providing for increase in the force 
of inspector-generals, ordnance and 
other_army departments. 

Other important legislation. aside 
from war, included: Prehibiting the 
killing of fur seals in the North Pacifie 
and importation of sealskins into this 
country; prohibiting foreign vessels 
from carrying merc*andise. directly or 
indirectly, between United States ports; 
an Alaskan homestead and right-of- 
way act; encouraging railway con- 
struction; appiopriating $200,000 for the 
relief of the Yukon miners suffering 
from the fierce winter there: creating 
a nonpartisan industrial commission to 
investigate immigr2tion, labor, manu- 
facture and business; appropriating 
$473,151 to pay the Bering Sea awards: 
creating a commission to allot lands on 
the Uintah Indian reservation in Utah: 
dispensing with proof of loyalty during 
the late war as a prerequisite in 
bounty-land application where proof 
otherwise shows title, and removing 
the disability imposed hy section 3 of 
the Fourteent Amendiment to the 
Constitution heretofore incurred. Late 
in the session a general benkruptcy law 
was enected providing for voluntary 
and involuntary bankruptcy. 

Many important measures were agi- 
tated which never passed. These in- 
clude the movement to either modify 
or overthrow the civil-service system, 
which brought investigations, numerous 
conferences and commissions end acri- 
monicus dehate on the floors of bot 
houses, but finally was lost in the war 
excitement. The Loud Bill to create a 
basis for second-class mail matter was 
killed in the House. The Personnel-of- 
the-Navy Bill. reorganizing the entire 
naval service, wes reported to the 
House, but went over until the next 
session. Banking and currency legis- 
lation, preposing 2 general reform in 
the existing sc1eme, was reported by 
the committee, but mever came before 
the House. 

The Teiler reroluticn declaring for the 
payment of netional bends in silver as 
well as gold was massed by the Sen- 
ate, but was defeated in the House: 
Statehood hbilis for New Mexico, Ari- 
zora and Oklahoma vere killed in com- 
mittee. An immigration bill requiring 
ability to read and write on the part 
of those 16 years cld passed the Senate. 
but did not reach a vote in the House. 
The Anti-Scalping Bill, prohibiting 
ticket brokerage, reported in both 
houses, went over to the next session. 
Tne free-homes’ amendment to the In- 
Gien Appropriation Bill, giving over 
twenty million acres of public lands as 
free homes for setilers, was finally com- 
promised on a two-years’ extension of 
payment for such lands. 

DECEIVED BY AGENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The Senate 
Committee on Claims today made its 
report upon the investigation made by 
the committee into the payment of the 
claim of the Methodist Book Concern, 
and the payment to Maj. E. B. Stahl- 
man of $100,800 as agent in getting the 
claim through. The report finds that 
the cammittee was deceived by the rep- 
resentations of Mr. Stahlman and 


Messrs. Barber & Smith, the book 
agents, but absolved the Methodist 
Chureh, South, as such from blame in 
the matter. It is also found that no 
Senator or member of Congress re- 
ceived any money in connection with 
the claim. The testimony taken was 
also made public. 

StahIman said he had been giving 
more or less attention to the claim 
since 1892, but that the contract for 35 
per cent. had been made in 1895. Stahl- 
man said he had cautioned the book 
agents against making the contract 
public, “because,” he continued, “if I 
went to Washington as their represen- 
tative for a fee of any amount I would 
just be hounded day in and day out, 
and that I would probably fall into the 
hands of some of the vultures who 
hung around the Capitol, which would 
involve the passage of the measure in 
questionable methods. They agreed to 
that. I had promised that I would let 
no man know anything about it, for 
the reason I have stated, because if the 
fact had been known, I do not believe 
the question could have been consid- 
ered on its merits. I believe it would 
have been considered with a prejudice 
against the claim.” 

Mr. StahIman said he had told Sen- 
ator Pasco that he had no contract with 
the book agents. Technically, this was 
correct, as his contract was with the 
Book Committee. 

“IT told no falsehood,” he said. “I 
concealed some facts. I am free to say 
that Senator Pasco had a right to be- 
lieve there was no contract of any kind. 
While I was guarded, I was exact in all 
I said, and I knew that I told no false- 
hood in saying it.” 

Senator Fairbanks. Did Senator 
Pasco not ask you the direct question 
as to whether you were ta get a per- 
centage of the claim as a fee? 

Mr. Stahlman. If*he did I did not 
answer that. What I answered was 
that I had no contract with the book 
agents; that every dollar of the money 
would go into the treasury, and I told 
the truth. 

Senator Fairbanks. -Why did you 
mention book agents? 

Mr. Stahiman. Because I did not 
have a contract with them. My agree- 
ment was with the Book Committee. 

Senator Fairbanks. Senator Pasco 
was not askirge whether you had a con- 
tract with the book »gents or the Book 
Committee, was he? 

Mr. ‘Stahlman. I do not know that 
he asked that question. 

~soeagl Fairbanks. Did he ask you 
whether or not you had 4 co 
feet in this claim? — 

Mr. Stahiman. He did not. 1 will 
say this, though, for Senator Pasco. 
He had a right to assume that no con- 
tract existed.

BELLICOSE JANITOR AT SAN PEDRO 
OPPOSES SCHOOL REFORM. 


A Quick Return Made Against John

An opportunity was given the repre- 
resentatives of Kessler & Co., a firm of 
New York bankers, to explain a prop- 
osition on the water question which 
they had submitted some time ago to 
the Council, by the Water Supply Com- 
mittee of that body yesterday. A spe- 
cial session of the committee was held 
for the purpose of hearing the matter, 
and at the conclusion the company was 
instructed to report in writing directly 
to the Council anything they had to 
offer. , 

Although the lighting contract has 
not been let, the indications are that 
the. bid of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company under what is known as spec- 
ification ‘“‘A”’ will be accepted. This in- 
cluded the present system of lights, 
With twenty additional lights in each 
ward and an all-night service every 
night. 

A most curiously involved matrimo- 
nial case is being tried before Judge 
Allen, which beyond all else shows the 
decided penchant for matrimony that 
afflicts the defendant, Louis de Grazia. 
With a wife in Los Angeles and an- 
other one in Italy, he is in a curious 
fix. While in this country the Italian 
marriage is recognized as bigamous, 
and when he joins his better half across 
the sea the California contract marriage 
by Italian law is regarded as a mere 
liason. 

At San Pedro a very succcessful e?- 
fort has been made to reform the school 
administration, and the only one who 
had the effrontery to oppose the trus- 
tees in their efforts along this line was 
a janitor.

ANOTHER WATER PLAN. 


PROPOSITION OF NEW YORK BANK- 
ERS PRESENTED TO COUNCIL. 


Lighting Contract to Go to the Old 
Company and the Masts to Be 
Retained—Petitions for Street 
Improvements, 


A special meeting of the Water Sup- 
ply Committee of the City Council was 
held yesterday morning for the purpose 
of giving E. Woltman, representing 
Kessler & Co., an opportunity to ex- 
plain in detail their plans for the set- 
tlement of the water question. The 
firm conducts a general banking busi- 
ness in New York and has interests in 
various parts of the country. Late in 
April the firm submitted a proposition 
to the Council that it would purchase 
the plant of the water company and 
improve it so that the system would 
be entirely modern and equipped with 
all the latest appliances for the dis- 
tribution of water, including the cover- 
ing of all the reservoirs and the re- 
placing of such pipes as were considered 
too small with larger ones. The firm 
wants in consideration of this purchase 
and improvement the right to sell water 
to private consumers, and in considera- 
tion of that right for a term of fifty 
years it agrees to pay into the city 
treasury annually a certain percentage 
of its gross income, that percentage to 
be increased from year to year. The 
firm avers that its plan will give to the 
city all the advantages of municipal 
ownership and, in addition, will give 
to the city an additional revenue, the 
accumulation of which will enable the 
city to purchase the plant entire at the 
expiration of the lease. 

At the session yesterday the repre- 
sentatives of the firm gave the Water 
Supply Committee a detailed explana- 
tion of their plan. The session was in 
no way formal, and the members of the 
committee asked numerous questions. 
These were answered in a general way, 
and after a general discussion of the 
subject, which continued for more than 
an hour, the committee requested the 
representatives of the firm to submit, 
direct to the Council, the details of its 
proposition in writing. 

In the course of the conference it was 
stated by Mr. Woltman that Kessler & 
Co. proposed to invest at once $200,000 
in the improvement of the plant and 
as much more as might be necessary, 
all improvements to be subject to the 
approval of the City Engineer. The 
plan includes a guaranty that the 
water rates shall never be higher than 
they are now. The firm proposes to 
pay to the city during the first five 
years of its lease 2% per cent. of the 
gross receipts; during the second five 
years, 4 per cent., and during the bal- 
ance of the term 5 per cent. 

The firm also proposes to settle all 
the pending litigation by securing the 
relinquishment to the city of all rights 
to the water in the Crystal Springs 
property. 

The proposition of Kessler & Co. con- 
templates the purchase by the city of 
the water plant at the expiration of 
the fifty-years’ lease, the valuation to 
be determined by arbitration, on the 
basis of the cost of duplicating the 
plant at that time. 

The details of the proposition will be 
embodied in the formal communication 
which is to be submitted to the Council 
next Monday. 


WANT THE MASTS, 


Councilmen Favor the Retention of 
the High Lights. 

In spite of the efforts of the several 
electric companies opposing the bid of 
the Los Angeles Electric Company for 
city lighting the bid of that company, 
of $6.50 per lamp under wWhat‘is known 
as specification “A,” is almost certain to 
be accepted. This specification pro- 
vides for the lighting of the city under 
much the same plans as those now in 
force, except that the new contract will 
require an all-night service regardless 
of the moon schedule. The Gas and 
Light Committee, to whom the matter 
was referred, has taken no definite 


action, but a majority of the members 


of the Council have expresasel them- 
selves as in favor of such an award. 
The bid of the Los Angeles, Blectric 
Comparry was the lowest on the face of 
the bids, and since the bids were 
ceived the other companies have been 
endeavoring to show that the bid of 
that company was not really the low- 
est, considering the alleged advantages 


of better service from them. The as- 
sertion that they would be able to fur- 
nish better lights at a slightly in- 


creased price has had but little influ- 


ence on the committee, the great re- 
duction in the cost of lights, as indi- 
cated by the bids, having about de- 


cided the committee to report favorably 
on the lowest bid. 

The Council will be called upon to de- 
cide upon the “mutter finatly. as the 
committee is by no means a unit on the 
matter. The matter of the removal of

A Colored Man Who Looted One of

SHE TOOK MORPHINE. 


A Young Woman in Search of a Tra. 
ant Hasband.

The woman 
was then already out of danger, and 
refused to be transported to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. 


TIRED OF EXISTENCE. 


Henry Meissen Tries to End His Life 
With Strychnine. 

Henry Meissen, a German 64 years 
old. was found writhing in agony from 
a large dose of strychnine, in a gulch 
in the hills beyond Burbank Junction, 
about 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. He 
was discovered by Ben Porter, a boy 
living at the junction. The old mas 
regretted thet he had been discovered 
before he was dead, and begged pite- 
ously to be given more of the poison, 
so that ‘se might be relieved of the 
strain that his lingering life caused 
him. He said he had tried to commif 
suicide because he had nothing to live 
for. He is now at the County Hospi- 
tal, and is not expected to recover. 

Meissen has been in the employ of 
a street-sprinkling company, and 
lived at Twelfth and San Pedro streeta, 
He is a prosperous laborer, and ade 
mitted that pecuniary troubles did not 
cause him to attempt to take his life. 
He was merely tired of existence. He 
went to Burbank Junction Thursday 
night last, with a small  phial of 
strychnine and a bottle of whisky in his 
pockets. After staying at the junce- 
tion a few heurs he went to the gulch 
a mile or so from the town, and built 
a bonfire in preparation for a stay une 
til dead. About 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning he says he drank all of the 
whisky. he had-.and then took a dose 
of the strychnine. An hour later Re 
took anotier dose, and then terrifie 
convulsions seized him. After these 
had abated he buried the poison ith 
a sauirrel’s hole, and then lay on the 
ground in anticipation of death. Finde 
ing that he was not dying as quickly 
as he expected, he tried tovcrawl back 
to the hole to again get hold of the 
poison to swallow it all, but his 
strengt% had deserted him. and he 
dropped helplessly. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon Ben 
Porter found him, while hunting in the 
neighborhood. The boy telephoned the 
police, and Officer Robbins responded. 
He found Meissen’s body already stifz 
in parts, but the @ld man was still rae 
tional and beeged to be given some- 
thing that would kil! him quickly. 
When told he’ would be removed te 
the County Hospital, fe said it was 
wrong for persons to intert ere with 
one another, and that, if he under. 
stood rightly. in America each could 
do as he pleased, without regard to 
what it was.

OUR NEW NAVY. 

Now that we have made a begin- 
ning in the way of territorial exten- 
sion, by the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands, it should not be for- 
gotten that this enlargement of the 
domain over which the Stars and 
Stripes wave brings with it, when 
the territory annexed is several thou- 
sand miles away from the mainland, 
imcreased responsibilities which we 
must be preparea to face. For one 
thing, in order to hold the Hawaiian 
Islands, and other island possessions, 
more or less remote from the United 


BANKS AND THE CURRENCY. 

A bill was recently introduced in 
Congress by the Committee of Bank- 
ing and Currency, which the commit- 
tee declares is intended to “eliminate 
all government paper money from cir- 
culation,” and substituting for it a 
“banking currency based purely upon 
assets, without either bonds or reserve 
notes.” As an Eastern exchange 
points out, this is exactly the system 
under the old State banks before the 
war, when banks were continually 
breaking down and failing, the assets 
being good one day and good for 
nothing the next. Mathew Marshall, 
the well-known correspondent of the 
New York Sun, in a recent letter to 
that journal, combats the prevalent 
idea that banks, whether State or nu- 
tional, have some miraculous power 
to expand the currency in several 
ways for the public. In the course of 
his letter, Mr. Marshall says: 

“It used to be urged in favor of 
banks that they are indispensable 
agents in procuring money for the 
government by buying its bonds when 
it needs to sell them, and that without 
their help no bonds could be sold. 
This superstition has received its 
death blow from the experience we 
are now having. Instead of the gov- 
ernment being obliged to..beg assist- 
ance from the banks in selling its 
bonds, it is the banks which are beg- 
ging the government as a favor to 
let them have the bonds to sell. They 
never, indeed, bought bonds with their 
own money, but used for the purpose 
the money of their depositors, and 
now that the depositors are permitted 
to do it directly. They are buying the 
bonds without paying toll to the 
banks. 

“The legitimate function of banks 
is to receive money on deposit und 
lend it out. The issuing of notes to 
serve as money is a usurpation of a 
prerogative which properly belongs to 
the government only, and which 
should never be delegated except to 
agencies cantrolled by the government 
and responsible to it. To ascribe to 
bank currency a virtue not possessed 
by government notes is pure fetish 
worship, which advancing enlighten- 
ment is bound to destroy, and which 
no rational citizen ought to encour- 
age. The people are entitled to the 
best and safest money that carn be 
furnished them, and there is no money 
so safe and so good as that issued by 
the government and secured by the 
entire wealth of the nation. To ask 
us to accept, in place of this, the notes 
of thousands of little banks, managed 
by thousands of men of moderate 
abilities, at the best, and frequentlf, 
as we see, not entitled to any confi- 


dence whatever, would be sheer 
lunacy.” 


A PLIMSOLL NEEDED. 

Much has been said about the un- 
safe character of more than one vessel 
offered the government for transport- 
ing troops to Manila, but not so much 
has been said about the unsound char- 
acter of vessels dispatched from the 
ports of Oregon and California for the 
Klondike trade. No less than seven 
stern-wheelers, bvilt at various points 


States, we must have a large and 
powerful navy. Supposing that at the 
present time Spain had a few war- 
ships cruising around in the Pacific— 
even, for instance, the small fleet of 
Camara, which has passed through 
the Suez Canal. Or supposing that, 
instead of being at war with a fifth- 
class nava! power, like Spain, we were 
now in conflict with a second or third- 


class power, which maintains a con-| 


siderable fleet in Asiatic waters. How 
vastly would the difficulty of moving 
troops from San Francisco to Manila 
have been increased! In fact, tft 
would have been practically impos- 
sible to move them without a power- 
ful American fieet of warships to act 
a@s convoys. 

That the commencement of this new 
era in the history of the United States 
will be followed by a large increase in 
the American fleet, until it stands 
second to no nation, except, perhaps, 
Great Britain, is a moral certainty. 

, There are many Americans who ob- 
ject strongly, for various reasons, to 
@ large increase in the standing army, 
but few would object to seeing this 
country possess a strong and efficient 
mavy. Such a navy is needed, not 
necessarily for offense, but to defend 
our immense line of sea coast, in case 
of trouble with a foreign power. 

American sailors have shown whut 
they can do. The next thing is to 
furnish them with plenty of material, 
when Columbia will be able to assume 
® part of Britannia’s job in “ruling 
the waves.”

But when it 
comes to loading down vessels of this 
sort with passengers for an ocean voy- 
age, it is high time to interfere. 
Recently two vessels left Portland 


| for St. Michaels, in tow of a sea-going | 


| steamer, They were of very light 
draft and were built solely for river 
navigation. They had scarcely 
reached the ocean waters when they 
began to break up and were beached 
at Astoria in a badly-damaged state. 
The terrified passengers were glad to 
escape with their lives. 

Why were those boats allowed to 
carry passengers on a sea voyage? 


This question would be regarded 
differently if it were not for one 
circumstance. The Columbia River, 


from the Cascades to The Dalles, has 
much heavier sea than the portions 
of the same river lying above and be- 
low it. The steamers R. K. Thomp- 
son-and Mountain Queen were built 
expressly for that service, and were 
the strongest and heaviest. stern- 
wheel boats ever built in America. 
In 1882, owing to the completion of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad to 
Portland, these boats were thrown 
out of service and brought over the 
Cascades into the lower river. Yet 
the inspectors of hulls end boilers at 
Portland refused them permits to run 
to Ilwaco, sixteen miles below As- 
toria, during the summer months, be- 
cause that landing was less than a 
mile from the ocean, and because they 
had their boilers at one end and their 
engines at the other, and were liable 


to break in two at the middle in a 
heavy sea, That rualing was right; 
but how do the inspectots reconcile 
that with allowing thé Staghound and 
Gamecock to carry passengers on an 
ocean voyage? Commenting on this 
the Portland Oregonian fitly says: 

“There could be no more striking 
object-lesson in disappointment and 
loss following an attempt to navigate 
the ocean with river craft than that 
presented by the two sodden, dilapi- 
dated, half-sunken steamboats that 
are lying at the dock in Astoria after 
a few hours’ contest with the natural 
swells of the sea. The spectacle pre- 
sented by the boats in their present 
condition is almost pitiful, and, view- 
ing them, one can excuse the frenzy 
of the passengers who demanded of 
the captain the impossible feat of 
taking them off the craft at sea and 
in the darkness.” 

If good and sound boats like the 
Queen and Thompson were forbidden 
to carry passengers below Astoria fif- 
teen years ago, why did the inspectors, 
with that case plainly before them, 
allow the lighter boats to go out to 
sea with passengers on board of 
them? There was more timber in the 
Thompson than in the Staghound and 
Gamecock both together, and yet they 
would not allow her to go within five 
miles of the Columbia River bar, al- 
though they granted these two float- 
ing dry goods boxes a permit to carry 
passengers to St. Michaels, if they 
could get them there, Gen. Dumont, 
or whoever is at the head of the Bu-. 
reau of Navigation, should examine 
into this case. It evidently needs tt. 


Now that the bathing season is well 
on at the various seaside resorts of 
this section, it would be well to re- 
mind the authorities of the various 
seaside towns that it would be a good 
thing, not only from & humanitarian 
standpoint, but also for the prestige 
of the resort, to have a boat and a 
boatman ready to rescue persons who 
are in danger of drowning while bath- 
ing. -‘Scarcely a year passes without 
several accidents of this kind, which 
might easily have been prevented had 
such a simple precaution been taken. 
It is not creditable to an American 
community, when the possibility ts 
left open for visitors to be drowned 
within a few hundred feet of people 
who are unable to help them for lack 
of facilities. 


Some of the enterprising critics 
who are finding fault with the man- 
agement of the Cuban campaign might 
possibly have done better themselves, 
had they been in charge of opera- 
tions; but, as proof of this is lacking, 
the public may be excused for enter- 
taining a doubt on the subject. Some 
mistakes have probably been made in 
the details of the campaign, but this: 
was to be expected, in a movement of 
such magnitude, by a country which 
has not engaged in active warfare for 
a third of a century. Meantime, the 
amount of solid work that has been 
accomplished, within the space of a 
few months, has excited the surprise 
and admiration of many foreign 
critics. 


On the whole, the Board of Free- 
holders elected yesterday by the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles to draft a new 
charter for the city is a well-chosen 
body of men. There are strong hopes 
that the result of its labors will be to 
give to the city a new charter which 
will remedy many crying ills in the 
present instrument, and mark a dis- 
tinct advance in the stfuggle for hon- 
est and businesslike municipal govern- 
ment. Its work will be followed with 
close attention by the people of Los 
Angeles. The attempt to make po- 
litical capital out of the charter move- 
ment has met with a deserved rebu‘f. 


This is a world of disappointments. 
We were offered the O'Higgins at six 
millions and thought it would be pay- 
ing too much for the Chilean whistle. 
Now Spain has tried to get the same 
vessel and has failed to do so. There- 
fore, Uncle Sam feels somewhat dis- 
gruntled, and no wonder.

It is quite probable that before Los 
Angeles secures the new transconti- 
nental railroad by way of Salt Lake, 
this city will have another competing 
road to the northern part of the State, 
through a junction between the Santa 
Fé system and the San Joaquin Valley 
Railroad, at Bakersfield. Such a line 
ought to he a paying one from the 
start. It would undoubtedly receive 
liberal support from this section.

HARDSHIPS IN ALASKA. 


Experiences of a Carthage, Mo., Man. 

Supposed Death of Capt. Beard. 

D. S. Thomas, a former promi- 
nent citizen of Carthage, Mo., but 
who during recent years has resided 
in Arizona and California, is now in 
Alaska, where he went with the 
avowed intention of “winning a for- 
tune or leaving his bleaching bones 
in the wilds of that country.” W. J. 
Gilfillan, of Carthage, has just re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Thomas, from 
which the following extracts relating 
some thrilling experiences, are taken: 

“Tell people who talk of coming to 
Alaska they had better stay at home. 
So far we have had only misrepresen- 
tations of this Copper River country. 
It is 100 miles from here to Copper 
River, instead of thirty, as published. 
There has been no gold yet taken out 
of the river valley as reported. ln 
fact, it is almost entirely unexplored 
and may have gold in it, but the lies 
told about it are numerous. The 
steamship companies and commercial 
agencies of Alaska are misleading 
the people. The route is almost im- 
practicable to go to Copper River, un- 
less with pack animals, as man can 
only haul as much as will keep him 
alive to go up the river. About two 
thousand have gone from here over 
the glacier, which is thirty miles over; 
no wood, no water. 

“I, with three others, went up the 
river way and we are the only ones 
who have taken that route. We had 
plenty of water and wood; except for 
six miles, but after all, we found it 
impracticable to carry enough pro- 
visions, bedding, etc., to take us 200 
miles, and have anything left when 
we got up the river. You can get 
provisions only in the summer by 
pack animals, and then only for two 
or three months. I am here await- 
ing developments by those who have 
gone up. 

“If there are any good gold mines 
this place will be a good one, and I 
have some land here. If there is no 
gold the place will not amount to 
anything; but providentially I am 
here, as we lost one of our party on 
going down from the summit on the 
other side of the divide, namely, Capt. 
W. Beard, an old and _ experienced 
miner who represented a Philadelphia 
company and claimed Philadelphia s 
his home, but has spent most of his 
latter years in Arizona and Califor- 
nia, in mining, and is highly and re- 
spectfully known among a large cir- 
cle of prominent men in Arizona and 
California. On the last day we 
traveled on the. north side of the 
Coast range, thirty-five miles from 
this point, the captain started ahead 
to break a trail with his snowshoes. 
We were to follow him, but he soon 
passed out of sight, and it began 
snowing furiously so as to cover his 
tracks. 

“We had to stop and put up our 
tent and await his return; but after 
eight days he was lost to us. We 
eculd not find him and returned to 
this place. He disappeared on the 
2ith day of April, since which time 
we know nothing of him. We had to 
leave many of our things—provisions, 
clothing and bedding on the moun- 
tain, 3500 feet up. 

“The weather was stormy, snow 
blowing and drifting, and two days 
it rained. The captain had no pro- 
visions with him and no overcoat on. 
The presumption is he got into a 
crevasse on a glacier and went down. 

“It is providential that three of us 
got back here alive. We were ten to 
twelve days without wood, and no 
water for half that time except snow 
and ice. 

“We were obliged to remain in 
the tent for eight days before we 
could travel back to the coast, with 
cold beds and wet clothes; ate raw 
bacon and a little hard tack, oat meal 
dry, except when we put snow in it; 
had no warm victuals for twelve days. 
We returned without our tent or 
stove, as we could not haul them. We 
built fires against crees, after getting 
down to “ie timber line, and traveled 
night and day until reaching this 
place. We had a cafion to pass 
through four miles long in the moun- 
tains, and it was blockaded with 
snow that had slid down the moun- 
tain. It was impossible to haul our 
sleds over and down the cafion, as 
the water was running rapidly and 
had washed all the ice and snow away 
and the only thing we could do was 
to wade the .stream for four miles. 
It was from one _ foot to four feet‘ 
deep during that distance. We soon 
realized that we could not carry our 
guns and sleds down the river, and 
we had to leave all we hed at the 
head of the cafion on sleds, and save 
ourselves. The only safe way was to 
climb the mountain on one side of 
the stream 3500 feet high, at an angle 
of 60 to 70 deg. in many places, on 
our hands and knees, holding on to 
bushes to get up. After a struggle 
of nine or ten hours we made the 
lower end of the cafion over may 
snow slides, which placed us in dau- 
der many times of being covered by 
them. We were knocked down by 
one slide. Day and night we neither 
ate or slept, until we reached this 
point. We had a hardtack each per 


The weather was fine, but should it 
have been bad weather, we never 
could have climbed the mountain. 
During all this time I was wearing 
hip rubber boots that weighed fifteen 
pounds, and had my two great toes 
frozen, but hope to save them. We 
are thankful we are here, and I will 
remain here for some time, until de- 
velopments are made of the Copper 
River country, and also to build up 
my broken-down condition. I have 
some land and hope something will 
happen to make a place here.

FISH DID NOT KNOW FEAR. 


A Pittsburgh Friend’s Sketch of His 
Courage. 

_(Pittsburg Dispatch:] The death of 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., in the first battle 
on land, near Santiago, the\sad intelli- 
gence of which was received by cable 


conversation in clubroom, in society, 
in college and other circles in New 
York as would the taking off of any 
man in the army, possibly not except- 
ing a general or an admiral. 

“Ham” Fish, as the young man was 
known all over New York, has been 
cut down at the very threshold of a 
life which had everything attractive in 
it. He was a remarkable fellow in 
many ways. In every particular he 
was the ideal fin de siecle college boy. 
Six feet one inch tall and perfectly pro- 
portioned, with broad shoulders and 
muscular development, he was a fine 
specimen of manhood. His hair was 
very light and curly, and his large blue 
eyes were full of expression. 

Young Fish was known to be afraid 
of nothing. Very frequently during the 
past two or three years he was arrested 
for indulging in fisticuffs on the streets, 
in cable cars or in hotel cafés, but it 
invariably developed that these en- 
counters were in defense of a principle. 
It made no difference to him who the 
speaker was, if Fish overheard a flip- 
pant or slighting remark concerning a 
woman, he would confront the offender 
on the instant, tell him what he 
thought of him, and very likely end by 
knocking the fellow down. 

I was going uptown in a Sixth ave- 
nue car one afternoon and Fish got 
aboard at Thirty-fourth street. The 
car was crowded, and many men were 
standing. Next to young “Ham” was 
a man almost as tall as he and much 
heavier. In front of him was seated 
a stylishly dressed, handsome woman. 
She was obviously annoyed about 
something, a fact which was apparent 
to those close to her. Very much to 
the surprise of everybody ‘“Ham’”’ 
shoved up closer to the man and said, 
in a low but audible tone, “You ought 
to be licked!” 

““What’s the matter with you?” was 
the rejoinder. 

“Get off the car and I'll tell: you,” re- 
plied Fish. 

“It’s all right, young man. Please 
don’t quarrel on my account,” inter-. 
posed the lady. 

By this time there was commotion in 

the car. The conductor elbowed his 
way up to where the discussion was 
going on and inquired the cause of the 
disturbance. 
‘' “This cur has insulted the lady 
there,” said Fish, now apparently thor- 
oughly angry,” and he’s got to get off 
this car right’ now.” 

With that he grabbed the fellow by 
the collar with both hands and liter- 
ally dragged him to the platform. The 
conductor pulled the bell cord and the 
car came to a standstill just as Fish 
threw the man violently into the 
street arid jumped off after him. A 
crowd quickly: gathered, and as Fish 
was explaining the matter to those 
around him his antagonist, who had 
regained his feet and his composure, 
@imed a savage blow at Fish’s face. 
The young man neatly dodged, and in 
an instant his arm shot out and the 
fellow was sent sprawling to the 
ground. Fish was arrested, but was 
soon released on bail. The next morn- 
ing in Jefferson Market Police Court 
he was promptly discharged, and the 
other fellow received a severe lecture 
from the magistrate. 

This is but one incident in the 
career of young “Ham,” but the rec- 
ords of the police courts of New York 
contain many of a similar character. 

The young man was idolized by the 
members of his distinguished family, 


-and he was greatly admired in the con- 


spicuous social set in which he moved. 
He was a student at Columbia, and 
was very prominent in the athletic in- 
terests of the institution. He was a 
great oarsman, and was one of the suc- 
cessful crew of '94. He loved all sorts 
of sport, but was especially fond of 
boxing, in the art of which he had n 
equal in the college. : 

I was one of a party which included 
Fish one evening in one of the uptown 
Broadway Cafés, when the subject of 
a possibility of a war with Spain came 
up. Young “Ham” was intensely in- 
terested in'the discussion, and I recall 
that he said with great earnestness 
and emphasis: 

“If war breaks out I'll be in the first 
battle if there’s influence enough to get 
me there!”’ 

He was not a member of any mili- 
tary organization, but, as it has devel- 
oped, the necessary “influence” ex- 
isted in the close friendship between 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., and Theodore 
Roosevelt. The young man was one of 
the very first to enlist in Roosevelt’s 
Rough Riders, receiving the appoint- 
ment of sergeant. Those who knew 
him will readily understand why he is 
included in the list of the dead in the 
first battle. His fearlessness could not 
be checked in that encounter any more 
than in those trifling affairs on the 
streets of New York, where fists in- 
tead of bullets were employed.

Shirking a Just Duty. 

W. Cc. PATTERSON, Los Angeles— 
The evident purpose of the War Rev- 
enue Bill, providing for the use of 
stamps upon checks, drafts, bills of la- 
ding and other documents, was that 
all classes—the humblest individual as 
well as the great corporations—should 
participate in defraying the war ex- 
penses of the government. So far as I 
am informed, there has been general 
and cheerful acquiescence. The rail- 
road companies, for example, have 
promptly complied with the law which 
makes it “the duty of every railroad or 
steamboat company, carrier, express 
company, or corporation, or person, 
whose occupation is to act as such, to 
issue to the shipper or consignor or his 
agent, or person from whom any goods 
are accepted for transportation, a bill 
of lading, manifest, or other evidence 
of receipt and forwarding for each 
shipment received for a and 
transportation ete. ... an there 
shall be duly attached. .. to each 
of said bills of lading, etc., a stamp of 
the value of 1 cent. Any failure to is- 
sue said bill of lading, etc., shall sub- 
ject said railroad, or steamboat com- 
pany, carrier, express CcOmpany, or cor- 
poration, or person, to a penalty of $50 
for each offense.” 

The express companies of the coun- 
try, including Wells-Fargo, have under- 
taken to compel shippers to affix the 
stamps which under the law, clearly 
should be affixed by themselves. The 
attempt of these great corporations to 
shirk a patriotic duty is reprehensible. 
A general refusal upon the part of ship- 
pers to furnish stamps for the express 
company’s receipts would douvtiess 
have a salutatory effect, or at least 
result in a test case being made in the 
courts as to the issue, of which there 
could be no doubt.

kee sloop commanded by Capt. Law- 
rence Kearney. The King sent word to 
Kearney of the trouble he was in. The 
doughty captain returned a message: 
“Raise your flag and leave the rest to 
me.” He then buttoned himself into 
his shabby uniform, entered his gi¢ 
and was rowed to*the British flagship, 
where he made his way without cere- 
mony to Paulet’s cabin. The British 
officer was a large, splendid-looking 
man, clad in gorgeous colors and gold 
lace, and the contrast between host and 
visitor is said to have been very strik- 
ing. With little time wasted in pre- 
liminaries, Kearney began: 

“My lord, I am informed by the au- 
thorities ashore that you have warned 
them not to hoist their flag under pen- 
alty of your knocking it down and fir- 
ing on the town?” 

“Quite true sir, I have,” Paulet ans- 
wered. 

“Well, my lord, I have come to warn 
you that if you fire on that flag or on 
the town, Ill fire on you.” 

Paulet grew very angry. “Do you 
know whom you are addressng?” he 
demanded fiercely. “I am Lord George 
Paulet of Her Majesty's navy.” 

“Very good,” retorted the bumptious 
Yank. “And I'd have you know that I 
am Lord Lawrence Kearney of the 
United States navy—every whit your 
equal, sir. And I mean what I say, 
sir, when I tell you that I open fire on 
you the minute you open fire on the 
Hawaiian flag. Good-day, sir.” 

And the speaker stalked out of the 
cabin and back to his gig. His Lord- 
ship did ‘not open fire on the Hawaiian 
flag, and soon afterward Admiral 
Thomas arrived, Lord Paulet’s superior 
officer, and undid Paulet’s work, dis- 
avowing any purpose to seize the isl- 
ands for Great Britain.

VENTURA COUNTY, 


POPULISTS ARE INCLINED TO KICK 
OVER THE TRACES. 


No Delegates to Be Sent to Their 
State Convention—Fusion is the 
Cause of Friction—A Large Crop 
of Candidates for Office. 


VENTURA, July 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A meeting of the Populist County Cen- 
tral Committee was held at Hotel Anacapa 
yesterday afternoon. The deliberations of the 
committee lasted from 2 o'clock till 5 o’clock. 
The principal object of the meeting was to 
elect delegates to the Populist State Conven- 
tion, which will meet next Tuesday. It was 
decided, however, that no delegates to this 
State convention should be elected, therefore 
Ventura county Populists will not be repre- 
sented. The fusion of the Populists with the 
Democrats and Silver Republicans was next 
discussed. According to J. F. McIntyre, sec- 
retary, there is considerable friction among 
the parties, most of which developed from the 
partition of offices at the conference meeting 
of twenty Democrats, six Populists and six 
Silver Republicans, held in this city on June 
4. At that meeting the Silver Republicans 
and Democrats stood in together, retaining 
what these parties now hold, much to the dis- 
gust of the Populists. J. B. Alvord, the Pop- 
ulist Central Committee chairman, is a most 
ardent seeker of the nomination for Sheriff. 
He was totally ignored and Paul Charlebois, 
incumbent, was recognized. J. F. McIntyre, 
} te wants to be Supervisor, was also turned 
own. 

The committee finally adopted a resolution 
favoring the union of forces under the party 
name of “‘Union Reform party,’’ with ‘‘direct 
legislation’’ as the principal plank in their 
platform. In the event that fusion should 
come under the old party names, this plank 
should be ‘‘an indispensable factor.’’ . 

During the deliberation, according to J. F. 
McIntyre, Sheriff Paul Charlebois, a strong 
Democrat, appeared before the committee to 
square himself with the Populists. He wanted 
the Populists to make specific charges, and 
he thought that he could answer them if given 
a chance. 

Another question discussed by the Populist 
Committee was as to when the county con- 
vention for the nomination of county candi- 
dates should be held. It was thought best 
that it should be held the same day as the 
Democratic County Convention. Chairman 
Alvord then won a strong point. He was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to confer with 
Democrats and Silver Republicans regarding 
the date of holding the convention, and was 
given the power to meet committees making 
overtures for fusion. It was also practically 
decided that the Populists should not recog- 
nize the slate that was recently fixed by the 
Conference Committee. 

R. A. Dague, lately editor of the Santa Ana 
Standard, was in town yesterday manipulating 
Populistic politics. A short time ago he was 
a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, but it 
is now stated that he wants to be Assembly- 
man from this district. He aspired to this 
office in the last campaign. 


CANDIDATES FOR OFFICE. 


There is a most luxuriant crop of candidates 
for office in this county. The aspirants for 
Republican nomination for State offices are 
B. T. Williams for Supreme Judge, S. T. Black 
for State Superintendent of Schools, J. H. 
Mason for State Printer, and N. Blackstock 
for Railroad Commissioner. 
The fight over local offices in most cases 
will be bitter, owing to the numerous candi- 
dates. In the Assembly fight, T. O. Toland, 
Democrat and incumbent, has been turned 
down by the fusionists, and the nomination 
has been promised to W. E. Shepherd. The 
Republican candidates are Charles B. Green- 
well of Hueneme, who announced himself this 
week, Capt. T. H. Merry of Hueneme, Wil- 
liam Arneill and Peter Bennett. The office of 
Sheriff is wanted by F. E. Davis of Santa 
Paula, at present a Supervisor; Paul Charle 
bois, Democrat and incumbent, and J. B. Al- 
vord, Populist, are also after it. 

For District Attorney there _- N. L. Poplin, 

Populist and incumbent; F. W.. Ewing, chair- 
man Democratic County Central Committee, 
L .W. Andrews and Lloyd Selby, the two lat- 
ter Republicans. 
For County Clerk, A. S. Kenagy, Republican 
and incumbent; Herb Henderson, Populist, of 
Santa Paula, and Norman Byers, Democrat 
and postmaster at Sarfta Paula. 

For the office of Auditor and Recorder, Capt, 
A. W. Browne, Republican and incumbent, 
will probably meet no opposition. He is now 
commanding Co. H, Seventh Regiment, at 
Camp Merritt, and the feeling is general that 
Capt. Browne shoyld be renominated and 
elected. To date no Democrat or Populist has 
sought a nomination for this office. 

For Treasurer, Henry Clay, Republican and 
incumbent, will seek the Republican nomina- 
tion, while George S. Barnes, a Silver Repub- 
lican, is seeking the fusion nomination. 

For Tax Collector, Andy Bell, Republican 
and incumbent, is the only candidate in the 
field at present. 

For Coroner and Public Administrator, 
F. Reilly, Republican and incumbent, and 
Sam Parson of Santa Paula are after the Re- 
publican nomination. Ben S. Virden of Sati- 
coy desires the Democratic nomination. 

For Surveyor there are innumerable can- 
didates. George C. Power, incumbent, has 
announced that he will not be a candidate, 
but will support his chief deputy, J. B. 
Wand, for the office on the Republican side. 
Bx-County Surveyor John A. Barry and Wil- 
liam Orcutt, Democrat, of Santa Paula, will 
also make a contest for the office. 

The Assessorship will be strongly fought for 
again this year. James Donlcn, Democrat and 
incumbent, is a candidate. Robert Orton and 
F. M. Packard of Saticoy are Republican can- 
didates. 

The office of Superintendent of Schools will 
have a pumber of candidates. George L. Sack- 
ett, Republican and incumbent, is a canfi- 
date. Prof. P. W. Kauffman, principal of the 
Ventura city schools, is also mentioned as a 
Republican candidate. R. B. Haydock is 
brought out for Democratic honors. It is said 
that the Ojai Valley will rally to the support 
_. S. D. Thacher, a gold Democrat, for the 
omice., 

Supervisors will be elected this fall in the 
Second and Fourth districts. For these of- 
fices there are many candidates. 

As to the offices of justice of the peace and 
constable, there will probably be an interest- 
ing legal contest. The last Legislature en- 
acted a law whereby there shall be but one 
justice of the peace and one constable in all 
townships of less than 4000 inhabitants. Ven- 
tura has a population of less than 4000, but 
has at present two justices and two consta- 
bles. The best authority here states that the 
parties will undoubtedly nominate two jus- 
tices and two constables again, and then when 
the votes are counted the candidates second 
in line can contest for their office. 


NEW PRECINCT AT OXNARD. 

The Board of Supervisors is contemplating 
forming a new voting precinct to be known 
as the Oxnard Precinct. This is necessary, 
owing to the large number of voters at the 
Oxnard sugar factory.

GLENDORA. 

New Method of Curing Lemons In- 
dorsed by Experts. 
GLENDORA, July 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] This place has been visited by a num- 
ber of lemon experts during the past few 
days, they being anxious to inspect the new 
process of curing lemons being tried success- 
fully at the association packing-house. Among 
the visiters today were Messrs. Packard and 
Dreher of Pomona, who pronounce the sys- 
tem a success. The plan is to put the lemons 
in an air-tight compartment heatéd to a tem- 
perature of 90 deg., where they are kept sev- 
enty-two hours. Large lemons shrink under 
this treatment to the extent of an inch in 
circumference, and smaller ones in propor- 
tion. A box of fruit shrinks four pounds in 
treatment, the loss representing the moisture 
extracted from the rind. Considerable of this 
fruit has been sent Bast, where Manager A. 
B. Smith has been for some time, and it is 
reported to have arrived in excellent condi- 
tion. This has been called the steam pro- 
coss. but it is rather misleading, as the heat 
to which the fruit is subjected is dry, steam 

only being used in pipes to produce heat.

Supposedly her bottom 
pounded on some of the stumps of the old 
piling, and made holes through her planking. 
The lighter filled with water, and gradually 
moved southerly and toward the beach to a 
point where she now lies, glmost up on the 
sands in front of the big hotel. The value

SOLDIERS’ HOME AMBULANCE SERVICE.

SOLDIERS WELCOMED 


HOW HONOLULU RECEIVED THE 
‘TRANSPORT SHIPS. 


A Royal Reception for the Boys in 
Blue, With a Feast Under 
the Trees. 


PRESIDENT DOLE’S GREETING. 


INCIDENTS OF THE HALT IN THE 


HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 


After a Short Pause in a Friendly 
Harbor the Troops Start 
en for Manila. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

HONOLULU, June 29.—Ever since 
the transports City of Peking, City of 
Sydney and Australia, and the cruiser 
Charleston left Honolulu a week ago 
last Saturday morning, we had been 
arranging for the next “invasion.” 
When we heard, about two months ago, 
that about 3000 soldiers were to stop 
here on their way to Manila, it was 
decided to give them a royal welcome, 
and to entertain them to the best of 
é6ur ability while the transports re- 
mained in port. But when the Charis- 
ton arrived, on the 29th of last month, 

inging news that instead of 3000 men 
there would be about 35,000, it began to 
look like a serious matter. However, 
it was decided to proceed to do the best 
We can under the circumstances, and 
let the future look out for itself. So, 
When the Moana came in from San 
Francisco, on June 22, with the news 
that the second contingent would 
probably arrive within two or three 
days, we began to listen for the five 
whistles which had been agreed upon 
to announce their appearance. . 

But this is the best place in the world 
to cultivate patience—for in this out-of- 
the-way little island we are @ whole 
week behind the rest of the world, and 
never know when to expect anything. 
We are entirely up to date in a local 
way, for we have telephones in all 
business houses and in the majority of 
the residences; we have four daily 
papers, and I don’t know how many 
weeklies; and, in fact, every conveni- 
ence excepting that of quick communi- 
cation wich the world outside. 

Some alarm was felt a few days ago 
on account of the non-appearance of 
the Peru, due here on the way to the 
States on June 10. A large quantity 
of fruit, principally bananas and pine- 
apples, were on the wharf awaiting 
shipment, but as the days passed with- 
out bringing the Peru, and the fruit 
became unfit for shipment, most of it 
was taken to the cold-storage house, to 
be kept for the banquet to be given 
to the soldiers—and we decided the 
Peru had met with an accident, or had 
been detained at Kobe, or perhaps had 
been impressed into United States war 
service, and had gone directly to San 
Francisco without calling here. But on 
June 17 she came into port. She had 
been detained at Kobe on account of 
quarantine regulations. 

On the evening of June 15 the Mohi- 
can arrived from San Francisco to re- 
lieve the Bennington, which started 
for the coast the next morning, carry- 
ing the largest amount of mail ever 
taken from Honolulu at one time. As 
this was the first opportunity to send 
mail home since before the first trans- 
ports arrived, a great deal of that the 
Bennington carried was letters writ- 
ten by the soldiers during their stay in 
Honolulu. 

The mails were irregular enough be- 
fore the war began, but since several 
of the best passenger boats plying be- 
tween here and San Francisco have 
been converted into transports, it is 
hard to tell just when to éxpect our 
letters, A time table which hangs on 
the wall of my room states that mail 
steamers were due here from San Fran- 
cisco on June 4, 8, 15, 22 and 25; but 
alas! that time table was printed last 
April, and most of the boats due on 
those dates are now on their way to 
Manila, carrying the blue-coated sol- 
Gier boys. The Oceanic Steamship 
Company has been endeavoring to buy 
or charter a steamer for service be- 
tween Honolulu and the States, but has 
failed to secure one. However, the 
Moana, which arrived on the 224, 
brought news that all the war vessels 
and transports which stop here on their 
way to Manila will bring mail. 

And that is not the only news the 
Moane brought; for people who hap- 
pened to be at the waterfront as she 
rounded Diamond Head, noticed that 
flags were flying all the way from the 
top of her masts to the deck, and 
thought it meant either peace or an- 
nexation news—and when she was was 
Hear enough for the letters on the enor- 
mous placard which hung over her side 
to be distinguished, they learned that 

Passed Annexation, 205-94,” 


"House 
Sais as she came up the harbor she 


lew a peculiar whistle, which signi- 
ed, to those who understood it, that 
annexation was now doubly sure. The 
crowds on the wharf were very much 
excited, and cheered again and again. 
The Daily Bulletin of this city made 
a “hit” by having an extra printed in 


San Francisco just before the Moana |. 


sailed. It is the custom of three of the 
papers here to get out extras when- 
ever a boat brings startling news, and 
it is usually a couple of hours after a 
boat docks before any of the extras can 
possibly appear on the streets, and as 
@ general thing it is a very poor excuse 
‘for a paper. The other two offices 
were intending to get out extras as 
s00n as possible, but when the man- 
agers saw the beautifully printed large 


- extra the Bulletin had:«ordered as a 


pleasant surprise to the rival papers, 
they turned a pale green with envy, 
and didn’t issue extras from their of- 
fices that day. 

We are still enjoying a joke we have 
been laughing at ever since the morn- 
ing of June 19. At 2:30 o'clock that 
morning a searchlight was discovered 
signaling just off Barber's Point. Those 
who saw it were certain their last hour 
had come, and one of them telephoned 
to central that a ‘Spanish man-of-war 
was about to bombard the city. Now 
that would make it, at least, unpleas- 
ant for us, for this island is quite small 
and it would be absolutely impossible 
for us to get far enough back to be out 
of danger. The officers and men on the 
Mohican were hurriedly called, by the 
notes of the bugle, to “general quar- 
ters,” and preparations were made to 
sell their lives. dearly. Nothing hap- 
pened till 4 o’clock, when the inter- 
island steamboat W. G. Hall appeared, 
coming from the direction where our 
formidable enemy was supposed to be 
woking for the right place to make the 
first atack. When the captain was 
questioned he stated that he had seen 
no war vessel, Spanish or otherwise, 
and if one had been anywhere in that 
direction he would surely have seen it, 

for,” he said, “I have been trying my 
seurchlight off Barber’s Point and——” 
a look of relief, as well as disgust, ap- 
peared on the countenance of those 
he spoke to, and the men and officers 
on the Mohican who had stood at “gen- 
eral quarters” for an hour and a half, 
look at each other sheepishly and

t was something after 5 o’clock last 
Wadnesday morn that 


the five whis- 


tles blown by the electric light works 
anounced the appearance of the flagship 
China, and, as the whistles usually 
sound two or three hours before the 
boat docks,. most. of the people of 
Honolulu awakened merely enough to 
count. the five whistles and then turned 


over for an hour’s nap before getting 


ready to go down to the wharf. And 
right there is where they made a mis- 
take, for, contrary to custom, the boat 
was tied up at the Pacific Mail dock a 
very few minutes after the whistles 
sounded. So the Committee on Wel- 


come did not greet the soldiers from | 


the deck bof a small steamer, as they 
have done on previous occasions. But 
the government band on the wharf did 
honor to the occasion, and the people 
who did go dowWn in time made up in 


‘enthusiasm what they lacked in num- 


bers. And the Colorado. band on the 
China answered the government band’s 
air of “Columbia the Gem of the 
Ocean” by playing the Hawaiian 
“Ponoi.” The “Ponoi” is the Hawaiian 
national air. It was composed by Capt. 
Berger, who has been for many years 
the leader of the government band. 
This air greatly resembles the tune 
we Americans call ‘‘America,’’ but the 
Englishman calls it “God Save the 
Queen.” 

The men aboard were glad to get 
here, and when the people on the 
wharves began throwing pineapples, 
bananas, etc., into the hundreds of 
hands outstretched to catch them, each 
and every soldier attempted to raise 
his voice just a little above the others 
in order to get his share, and the man 
with the bugle found it difficult to at- 
tract attention by blowing the bugle 
and, at the same time, to catch an oc- 
casional banana. 

At about 9:30 o’clock, 1200 men 
marched from the China to Waikiki, 
where they enjoyed an océan bath, and 
shortly after 1 o’clock they were seated 
on the lawn under the great trees in 
the grounds of the Executive building, 
enjoying the banquet given them by 
the people of Honolulu, and listening 
to.the music of the government band, 
which was on duty for seventeen hours 
that day, and six hours the day follow- 
ing. 

Gen. Green and staff tendered Presi- 
dent. Dole a review of the troops that 
evening at 5 o’clock. The streets, dur- 
ing the review were crowded with en- 
thusiastic spectators. President Dole 
reviewed the troops, while standing on 
one of the steps leading to the front 
entrance of the Executive building. He 
was attended by several of the officials 


-high in Hawaiian affairs, and by some 


of the officers of the Hawaiian National 
Guard. The latter wore their dress 
uniforms, and added a brilliancy of 
color to the scene. 

The President and Mrs. Dole enter- 
tained Gen. Green and Capt. Seabury 
at dinner in the evening. Several other 
dinners were given, as well as other 
small entertainments, including a few 
luaus (Hawaiian parties.) 

At about 6:30 o’clock the same even-. 
ing we heard the whistles announcing 
the appearance of the transports Zea- 
landia, Colon and Senator, and this 
time we were not to be caught napping, 
so we wasted no time in getting to the 
water front, In a short time the 
Elen, with the government band and 
the Committee of Welcome aboard, 
started out to meet the transports. As 
she came up to the vessels with the 
soldier boys aboard, the patriotic music 
of the band was responded to by cheers 
from thousands of throats aboard the 
transports. It was nearly 11 o’Clock be- 
fore the Zealandia was docked at the 
Oceanic wharf, and early next morn- 
ing the Colon and Senator tied up at 
the Pacific Mail wharf. 

The men from the transports spent 
Friday in the same way the men of the 
China had spent Thursday. Three 
thousand soldiers were banqueted at 
one time, and a number of companies 
waited for the second table. There was 
more than enough to eat, and it was 
of the best. After the banquet, a sort 
of an informal reception was held, and 
a large number of the soldiers were 
presented to Presideht and Mrs. Dole, 
who, with a large party of ladies, re- 
ceived under the shade of a large tree. 
Just after the conclusion of the feast, 
one of the American officers, by mis- 
take, fired off one of the Gatling guns 
in the grounds of the Executive build- 
ing. A party of officers had been in- 
specting the guns and the cartridge 
case of the weapon had been raised 
(which caused a cartridge to fall into 
the firing chamber,) and left in that 
condition. After a while some more of- 
ficers came along and one of them gave 
the crank a turn, and, if the muzzle 
of the weapon had not been depressed, 
the consequences might have been seri- 
ous, 

The Monterey, accompanied by the 
collier Brutus, arrived in port on Fri- 
day at5ip.m. She was met just outside 
the heads by the Committee of Wel- 
come, accompanied by the govern- 
ment band, on the steamer Mani. The 
Pennsylvania Fife and Drum Corps 
also went out on the Mani. The band 
on the Mani played “The Star Span- 
gled Banner,’”” and the Monterey re- 
sponded with her syren. The Mani 
gave a whistling salute, and _ then 
everybody cheered, including the boys 
aboard the China, which had left the 
dock and was anchored outside, in or- 
der to give the Belgic wharf room. 
The Monterey preceded the Mani into 
the harbor, and was saluted by the 
firing of the battery at Kakaao by the 
National Guard. 

The natives were much amused at 
the appearance of the Monterey, and 
I heard one of them remark, “That 
boat can’t hurt anyone. The Ameri- 
cans sent her ‘here to scare the Ha- 
walians.”” But another, looking at the 
great guns aboard, replied: ‘Hurt 
anyone! Look at those guns. The 
Monterey is wela ka hao,” which is 
Hawailiian for “hot stuff.”” Immediately 
after her arrival, Commander E. H. C. 
Lentze paid a call of ceremony to Gen. 
Green. 

The officers of the Monterey report 
a rather eventful trip. Two days after 
she left San Francisco, she lost some- 
thing over eighty tons of coal from her 
deck, owing to the heavy seas she en- 
countered. The Brutus immediately 
took her in tow, and they proceeded 
to San Diego, where she recoaled. They 
left San Diego for Honolulu on June 11. 
Until June 19 the Monterey used her 
own motive power, but on that day the 
Brutus again took her in tow. The 
tow-line parted that night, but was 
picked up the following morning. The 
Monterey was then towed till the after- 
noon of June 24, when she again began 
using her own steam, at an 11-knot-an- 
hour rate. When being towed by the 
Brutus she makes only about half as 
much time as she does when using her 
own steam. It is estimated the Mon- 
terey weighs about eight thousand 
tons, and the towing strain is equal 
to that of a freight train a mile long. 
A fourteen-inch Manila hawser is used 
to connect the vessels. 

A reception was given aboard the 
Monterey on the afternoon of June 26, 
from 2 to § o’clock, and many people, 
among them a large number of Ha- 
waiians, took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity, though, during the most of the 
afternoon, it was raining. We have 
had considerable rain during the time 
the transports have remained in port, 
not enough to interfere with the 
pleasure of anyone, but just enough to 
clear the air and keep the dust down 
and the foliage green—and the rain 
here is so delightfully warm that no one 
complains. 

By 1 o’clock on the afternoon of the 
following day (June 24) the China, 
Zealandia, Colon and Senator had left 
Honolulu for Manila. The ina had 
been at anchor just inside the harbor 
since Thursday morning. An immense 
crowd was at the water front to see 
the boats leave, The government band 
played patriotic music as the soldiers 
left, amid the cheering of the muiti- 
tude, to fight for the liberty of the 
Cuban people.

leave, the crowds on the wharves 
waited. The soldiers carried away an 
immense amount of fruit avhich hai 
been given them, and the aloha of 
every one (aloha is a Hawaiian word 
which has a variety of meanings, all 
embracing good feeling and fellowship.) 

The soldiers 6n all the vessels ex- 
pressed themselves as being delighted 
with Honolulu, and many of them say 
they are coming back here to live after 
a while. Besides the banquet and many 
other courtesies they were given all 
the statiénery they cared for to use 
for writing home. And the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs was authorized to 
“stamp and forward letters written by 
United States soldiers and sailors while 
in Honolulu, on their way to the 
Philippine Islands, without charge.”’ 
Most of these letters were written in 
the executive building, and there were 
an even 5200 of them, and about 2000 
papers. There are also many packages, 
some that rattle like table cutlery— 
for these boys, as well as those of the 
first expedition, carried the spoons 
from the tables, after the banquet, as 
mementoes. Fully a third of the let- 
ters posted carried United States 2- 
cent stamps, and a few 5-cent ones, 
which had been put on before’ the 
men learned that the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment was paying the postage. The 
men, in using the United States 
stamps, evidently thought that as an- 
nexation is so certain, American stamps 
would serve. 

Work commenced at the Red Cross 
hospital as soon as the transports ar- 
rived. Seven or eight mén were left 
there on account of sickness, and one, 
Private H. C. Fiske, died from typhoid 
fever at the hospital on the evening 
of June 25. He was buried in the 
strangers’ plot, in the Honolulu Cem- 
etery. He belonged to the First Ne- 
braska Regiment. 

George Geddes of Co, C, from Beat- 
rice, Neb., died at sea on Tuesday, 
June 1, from brain trouble. He was 
buried fours after his death at a place 
about 1300 miles from San Francisco. 
The ceremony, which took place on the 
deck of the Colon, was very impressive. 
The body, covered with an American 
flag, was lowered into the ocean, whiie 
the Senator and the Zealander and 
Colon were at a standstill, with flags at 
half mast. Three volleys were fired at 
the conclusion of the ceremony by the 
saluting party. 

The sick men are being well cared 
fcr by the local Red Cross Society, end 
will probably be sent back to the 
States as soon as they are able to 
travel.

time, the world’s production of gold is 
very large and constantly increasing. 
~The coinage of the mints has been very 
large. More silver is coined now than 
was in the days when the coinage was 
on private account. The national banks 
furnish a safe and flexible means of 
increasing the circulating medium 
whenever there is a legitimate demand 
for more money. The result is an 
abundance of currency as good as any 
in any country on earth. Even so far 
from the great centers of trade as Los 
Angeles is, money is plentiful and 
cheap for all business enterprises that 
have a firm basis beneath them. For 
small or moderate loans on short terms, 
say $1000 to $4000 for one to three years, 
6 to § per cent. per annum interest 
above the mortgage tax is all any one 
has to pay. For large amounts for 
three to five years, time the market is 
much easier. At this moment a loan is 
being negotiated for $40,000 at 4% per 
cent. net. The preperty to be pledged 
for the payment of the money is ample 
security, and besides its market value 
it is in the center of business, well im- 
proved, and the premises rented well, 


COMMERCIAL, 

Farmers are somewhat prone to com- 
plain that business men do not treat 
them right. There are cases, no doubt, 
where such complaints are justified. 
But in many instances the trouble is 
that farmers do not take pains to learn 
business conditions. Just at this time 
feed of all kinds is scarce and dear. 
Hens have laid themselves out, and it 
is hardly worth while to keep large 
flocks over until next March. But a 
very poor method is adopted in many 
cases to get rid of the surplus. They 
are simply seized as they are, poor, 
moulting. wanting to set, with the 
small fellows, not half grown,. mere 
chicks: if a few sick ones get mixed in 
they are let go. The whole conglomera- 
tion is shipped in here to sell to city 
people for food. The shippers expect at 
least $ a dozen for the old stock and 
$3 to $4 for the small ones. By the 
time they reach the consumer this 
would mean 40 to 75 cents apiece; and 
some of them are not fit for food at all, 
while the average of them are not 
worth 25 to 35 cents, as meagured by 
the value of.a piece of good mutton or 
beef. Ducks come in the same poor 
condition, and little turkeys that have

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
UNDEVELOPED CUBA. Cuba after } 
the war is a subject engaging the 
thought of many people. So conserva- 
tive a paper as the American Banker 
says of it: 


“No doubt Cuba will offer many op- 
portunities to Americans for making 


money after the war is over, and so- 
ciety, or at least what there is left of 
it, is restored. Cuba is about 730 miles 
in length, and its width varies from 90 
to 20 miles. It is estimated that four- 
fifths of it is still in a state of nature, 
but it does not follow that the possi- 
bilities of agricultural expansion are 
equal to the territory still untouched. 
A writer, John Foord, who appears to 
be well informed, says that allowances 
must be made for the considerable ex- 
panse of mountains and grazing land 
not suitable for agriculture, and that it 
must,be remembered that of the crop 
that yields most per acre, namely, to- 
bacco, there is but Hmited room for 
profitable expansion. The soils most 
suitable for the growing of the finest 
tobacco seem already to be preémpted. 
As to sugar, the case seems to be dif- 
ferent. Between better methods of cul- 
ture and the planting of new lands the 
possibility of increasing the output of 
Cuban sugar is large. At present this 
industry is quite ruined, but in the 
crop year 1892-95 the total product was 
1,054,214 tons.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
JASSOCIATED PRESS NIGUT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will Say tomorrow 
that the usual half-yearly statement of fail- 
ures by branches of business is pecuiarly 
interesting, because it shows that war and 
fears of war have not caused increase in 
commercial disaster. The surprisingly large 
and general decrease in trading defaults 
would, without doubt, be accompanied by 
corresponding returns as to manufacturing 
but for excessive expansion in some. lines, 
and the helpless condition reached by a few 
jarge firms in other branches. Failures dur- 
ing the second quarter have been smaller 
than in the Same quarter of the past four 
years in trading. and in imaufacturigg 
smaller than in the same quarter of any 
year excepting 1894. The fiscal year has 
ended with fractional results a shade be- 
yond general expectations, and the new war 
tax begins to increase revenue. not seriously 
disturbing business ffiany line. No reason 
yet appears to apprehend that the. war rev- 
enue will fall below expectation. Criticism 
of crop estimates is the less needful because 
the best authorities all agree that supplies 
for the coming year promise to greatly ex- 
ceed some requirements, and a full export 
demand, though for a month or two yet 
Europe may require much more than usual. 
This will help to sustain the market, while 
the earlier receipts are coming forward, and 
prices will then be determined largely by the 
outlook for crops abroad, which is not as 
yet entirely encouraging.

at Santiago. The cotton crop looks better, 
and the prospect is reflected in a decline of 
a sixteenth in the Spot price. The manufac- 
turer of wool hesitates, although a distinctly 
better demand has appeared during the past 
ten days, because prices at which western 
wool is held are too high for eastern mar- 
kets, and apparently too high for profitable 
manufacture. Sales for the week at the 
three chief markets have been only 3.209,c00 
pounds, of which 2.290.500 pounds were do- 
mestic, against 14,120,500 last year, of which 
§,989.000 were domestic, and 6,119.350 pounds 
in the same week of 1892, of which 3,651,600 
pounds were domestic. The markets are all 
dull, in spite of a fairly large demand for 
Territory and Australian wool in blocks. It 
is not enough to dismiss the iron industry 
with the bold“statement that it is using 
14 more iron, even at the slowest point of 
the year, than vwever before. It is gettin 
bigger domestic contracts for agricultura 
implements and car materials, and also for 
structural work, than in any previous year, 
but especially for plates, the demand for 
which quite overruns the capacity of all 
the works, and not mainly on government 
account. Nevertheless the demand has not 
pushed prices of material upward. Failures 
for the week have been 229 in the United 
States, against 206 last year, and 17 in Can- 
ada, year. London sent 
higher prices and bought, but traders here 
found that the outside public was still in- 
different, and realizing ensued which car- 
ried prices down after the first ten minutes. 
pn ednesday the tone was heavy and 
ragging. and on Thursday there was a re- 
vival of strength under the lead of the 
Vanderbilt trunk line shares, Friday develop- 
ing strength in the early transactions in 
peace rumors, followed, however, by dull- 
ness and declines in the coal stocks. Deal- 
ing in the stock list has been restricted to 
an extent beyond what seasonable midsum- 
mer dullness would produce. The stamp tax 
on sales, while it is impossible to say that it 
has checked pyblic trading, has certainly 
checked the activity of manipulators and 
board-room traders who have been accus- 
tomed to make a great many contracts in 
order to obtain a minimum of profits, which 
latter the war tax of $2 on each 100 
shares would seriously reduce. There is a 
somewhat more settled @eeling about the 
crops, but on the other hand rate cutting is 
admitted to be very prevalent. and the rail- 
roads suffer from the fact that the heavy 
movement of grain to market is over. Con- 
sequently some prominent roads, notably the 
St. Paul, have shown small decreases in 
gross revenue for the past two weeks. Lon- 
don bought stocks at the opening of the 
week, but then showed marked indifference 
to this market until Friday, when peace 
rumors again brought it in as a buyer.

PASADENA. 


A HUMOROUS TRIAL ON A CHARGE 
OF DISTURBING THE PEACE. 


Mrs. Maria Schiminau of Garvanza, 
the Defendant, Was Acquitted by 
the Jury in Short Order—Foar- 
esters’ Entertai Fire De- 
partment Notes. 


PASADENA, July 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A comedy from Garvanza was en- 
acted in Justice Rossiter’s court this aft- 
ernoon, to the innocent merriment of a 
large concourse of spectators. The heroine 
and defendant, who came out with flying 
colors, was Mrs. Maria Schiminau of High- 
land Park. The leading gentleman of the 
play was her neighbor, E. E. Hewitt, Who 
admitted in the course of the trial that 
his liver was out of order. The charge 
against Mrs. Schiminau was that she did 
“tumultuously and maliciously disturb the 
peace of the State of California,’’ or, in 
other words, that she was saucy to Neigh- 
bor Hewitt, and shook a stick at him. There 
figured in the case a feud of long standing, 
mysterious shootings in the night; murder- 
ous notes dropped over the garden wall 
with buckshot done up in them, after the 
manner of the Ku Klux Klan; a chicken with 
a broken wing, and a baby, brought into 
the courtroom with such a big scar on its 
nose that the audience thought it -was the 
victim of the assault mentioned in the 
complaint. 

Although the case grew out of a trivial 
affair, it developed, through the intensity of 
the prosecution and the humorous vigor of 


_ the defense, into one of the most amusing 


trials since the days of Pickwick and Buzz- 
fuzz, and the court made no effort to inter- 
fere with the entertainment of the taxpay- 
ers present. <A delegation of twenty-five 
came up from Garvanza, including the baby 
and grandpa. There were women in fine 
millinery and gay gowns, and people from 
e humbler walks of life, The old settler 
came, and the schoolgirls. 
of holiday for Garvanza. 
The prosecution insisted on a jury trial, 
and the music began in choosing the panel. 
Attorney W. P. Safford of Los Angeles 
who appeared for the defense, gravely asked 
each juror called, first, if he was a member 
of the ‘‘Holiness band,” and, second, if he 
was a client of ‘Brother Hahn, counsel for 
the prosecution, and be it recorded with 


client of the other. One juror was excused 
because, when asked if he bought water of 
the plaintiff, he replied that he never used 


water. 
Plaintiff Hewitt told his with a fine 


scorn. When as ew the defend- 


of rubbish on his premises in 
furtherance of her ancient grudge, and when 
he remonstrated with her she disturbed the 
peace and violated the statutes with words 
of this effect: ‘“‘You black devil! You dirty, 
lying thief! I'll put you where the dogs

fight her. Mrs. Hewett and Mr. and Mrs. 
George Norton confirmed this testimony, 
though the two latter couldn’t remember the 
worst epithets alleged. 

The defendant, Mrs. Schiminau, proved 
to be a large-framed, bright-eyed, vigorous 
woman of 55 years, with notable self-control 
and an inexhaustible command of language. 
She wanted to trace from the beginning her 
unpleasantness with the plaintiff, and there 
was a controversy between the lawyers as 
to how far back she should go. 

‘One of those lawyers tells me to go on 
with my story, and the other tells me to 

’ she said to the court while the at- 
torneys were sparring. “I guess I'll let 
them fuss, and I'll talk to the jury,’’ and 
talk she did, with a never-failing grasp and 
irresistable determination that over-rode all 
legal ebjections and silenced the opposition 
with its indescribable humor. Her attorney 
said never a word, and had no need to. As 
for the attorney for the prosecution, he 
submitted to the inevitable. 

Mrs. Schiminau began at the foundation— 
at the laying of the corner-stone of her 
house, and she went on to tell how Mr. 
Hewett bought some rollers for her barn 
door, and a dispute arose which ended for 
the time being in his tossing them con- 
temptuously over the fence. 

“But,”’ interrupted Attorney Hahn, ‘what, 
may it please the court, have those rollers 
to do with this case?’’ 

The court never had a chance to answer. 
“Now you keep off,’’ exclaimed the witness; 
“I’m rolling these rollers, and don’t you in- 
terfere with me.’’ Andon she rolled, alleg- 
ing that on the llth of February, 1897, Hew- 
ett killed one of her chickens with a hoe, 
adn she would rather have lost any chicken 
in the corral than this; but, she averred, 
when she gave vent to her grief, ‘“‘this com- 
plainant, Hewitt, swore that he had a gun 
and he shot to kill.’’ And she heard that 
gun, she said, at divers times thereafter, 
discharged in an alarming manner, in the 
dead hours of the night, and at early dawn; 
and once she heard shot from that gun 
raining down among the trees near her 
house. She denjed that she ever heaped rub- 
bish against Hewett’s hedge, as alleged; but 
she averred that on the evening of the 9th 
of June Hewett emptied a bucket of sweep- 
ings into her garden, and when she re- 
monstrated he threatened to have her ar- 
rested, and soon thereafter she heard that 
shotgun discharged three times. She denied 
using the language attributed to her in 
the interview of June 10, but admitted that 
she wgs not in an amiable frame of mind, 
and told Hewett he was worse than a thief. 
“And. all the time I was standing on my own 
land, right where my Own squash and beans 
is,’’ she said. 

“Did you shake a stick at him?” she was 
asked, 

“T had a lath in my hands, and I always 
talk with. my hands,”’ she said, and the jury 
had opportunity for observing that it was 


true. 

Two threatening notes, alleged to have 
been written by the plaintiff Hewett and 
dropped into defendant’s garden, with bul- 
lets wropped up in them, were introduced 
by Mrs. Schiminau’s lawyer, but the court 
ruled them out for lack of evidence suffi- 
cient to identify the handwriting. Mrs. 
Schiminau succeeded in getting the bullet 
notes fired into the jury’s attention, how- 
ever, in her own way.

DEATH OF JUDGE HUSE. 


Judge Charles S. Huse, died Wednesday 
night at the Highland Asylum. He has re- 
lations living at Santa Barbara, to which 
place the remains have been shipped for in- 
terment. 

The deceased, who was 75 years of age, 
was once reckoned in the ranks of the bright- 
est lawyers in the State, and to the last he 
retained his mental faculties, except at oc- 


casional intervals, when his peculiar type of © 
insanity manifested itself. 


He had been an 
inmate of different asylums of the State for 
fifteen years, and had _ been 
since the completion of the hospital there. 

In 1896 an attempt was made in the #u- 
perior Court of San Bernardino to secure his 
freedom on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
proceedings were instituted by F. F. Gal- 
lardo, an old friend of the deceased, who 
contended that Judge Huse was deprived of 
his liberty by his relatives to secure pos- 
sessicn of his property. Tse examinat on was 
long and full of sensational features, an 
resulted in Huse being remanded to the hos- 
pital by Judge Oster, the aged defendant’s 
mental vagaries being ma@e manifest fre- 
quently throughout the proceedings.

An Artist’s Beautiful Home—Notes 
and Personals. 

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, July 8.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] A house is being built 
on the corner of Adella avenue and Seventh 
street, Coronado, that will be the envy of all 
artistic people who see it. The plans were 
drawn by San Diego architects after sugges- 
tions by the owner, A. P. Stephens, and his 
wife. Both are artists, and have spent much 
of their time in Holland. Their home has 
been in New York, but henceforth it will be 
at Coronado Beach, on a spot commanding a 
magnificent view of bay, mountains and ocean. 

The house will face the bay. Its exterior 
will remind the observer of the antique cot- 
tages of old England, modified by the heavy 
timbering of the Dutch.

A SAD ERRAND. 


Cc. Reinke Identifies an Unknown 
Corpse as His Son, 

Yesterday morning City Marshal Wil- 
son of Riverside, accompanied by a 
middle-aged German, Charles Reinke, 
called at the undertaking parlors of 
Bresee Bros., and asked to see the un- 
known man who was in the morgue, 
found dead Wednesday morning in the 
rear of the Elkhorn saloon at Wilming- 
ton and East First streets. The mo- 
ment the German was shown the young 
man’s remains, he exclaimed: 

“My God! it is Otto.” 

This was the first clew given as to 

Who the young fellow was, and it 
proved to be the correct one. Mr. 
Reimke said the body was that of his 
oldest son, Otto G. Reinke, aged 20 
years, and that he, together with two 
companions named Jack Meyers and 
Frank Wright, both of Riverside, left 
that place last Sunday morning for 
Los Angeles to spend the Fourth. 
Meyers and Wright returned on Tues- 
day evening, but Otto remained. Mey- 
ers told the father that after reaching 
here they ran across an ex-Riverside 
man, Marsh Moran, and later met an- 
other friend by the name of Manuel 
Dial. The four were together more or 
less all the time they were in the city, 
but on Tuesday Moran, Dial and young 
Reinke became separated from the 
other two. As Meyers and Wright were 
going to the depot on Tuesday after- 
noon to take the train for home, they 
went into the Elkhorn saloon, where 
they saw Otto asleep in a chair. They 
endeavored to awaken him, but he ap- 
peared to be in a stupor and could not 
be roused. One of the men went 
through his pockets and says he took 
Reinke'’s return ticket from his pocket 
and gave it to the barkeeper, after 
which they left for the depot. 
Wednesday afternoon the Meyers boy 
came to C. Reinke and asked him if 
Otto had returned yet. On being in- 
formed that he had not done so, Mey- 
ers said: “I think this must me Otto,” 
at the same time showing him the arti- 
cle in The Times giving a description 
of the young man found dead in the 
Eikhorn saloon. Mr. Reinke came here 
and at once identified the 
ay, 
Coroner Campbell held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon, when report 
was read from Dr. MacGowan, who 
performed the autopsy, in which he 
says he found the kidneys badly dis- 
eased, and gave as his belief that death 
resulted from acute inflammation of the 
kidneys. A verdict was rendered in aa- 
cordance with these facts. Mr. Reinke 
is a well-to-do orange-grower of Riv- 
erside, having come there from Wiscon- 
sin about a year ago. The body of the 
young man was sent to his home last 
night for interment.
